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Planning Board 
Plans Meetings 

A series of three informational meetings 
are planned by the Winchester Planning 
Board for town meeting members and 
Winchester citizens to become familiar with 
the new zoning by-law recommendations. 

The recommendations have been made 
available to Ihe various town boards and 
committees. 

The first meeting is next Monday evening 
at 7:45 p.m. at Vinson-Owen School, for town 
meeting members and residents of precincts 
4 and 5, 

This will be followed by a meeting Thurs¬ 
day, July 12, at Mystic School. 

The third is a week later, Thursday, July 
19, at Muraco School. 

Purpose of the meetings is to permit the 
members of the Planning Board to meet in¬ 
formally with groups of interested citizens to 
explain the new proposals and answer 
questions. 

The Planning Board, in a recent meeting 
with the Board of Selectmen, made it clear 
that is intends to concentrate on getting 
passage of an up-to-date by-law which will 
give the town the tools it needs to properly 
control the increasing pressure of intensive 
development in Winchester 

Except for a proposal to rozone some land 
in Winchester Center for apartment use, the 
board does not propose to change the basic 
zoning of any property at this time. 

A spokesman for the board stated that the 
board feels it should examine land use and 
continue to develop long-range plans for land 
use in the town. 

“This does not require immediate action 
on a townwide basis and it is important to 
separate the controversial questions 
regarding zoning of particular areas from the 
central problem of getting a more com¬ 
prehensive set of regulations designed for 
today’s problems," the spokesman said. 

It was emphasized that under state law 
only a two-thirds vote of the town meeting can 
change the zoning of any land. 

This by-law follows the basic form of the 
proposal which failed to obtain the necessary 
two-thirds vote at the special town meeting of 
June-July 1971. The Planning Board points 
nut, however, that the new by-law has been 
revised aftercareful study of all amendments 
offered at the previous town meeting, as well 
as a study of recommendations of a number of 
groups and interested citizens. 

In addition, the board's consultant has 
undertaken a number of special studies which 
have been given consideration. The new by¬ 
law may look like the old one, but it has some 
new features aimed at meeting objections 
raised.

Member Of Regional School Board 
Gets Paid For Being Its Treasurer 


The Winchester member of the Northeast 
Regional Vocational Education School 
Committee has charged another member who 
serves as treasurer of the district with con¬ 
flict of interest. 

Gerard P. Donahoe, elected to the school 
committee in March, said the treasurer, 
Anthony Moschelia, receives $5,200 a year for 
holding that post and also serves as a member 
of the committee. 

“When I was elected to the school board, it 
was my opinion no member of the school 
board should be paid,” Donahoe told The 
Star. “The school committee agreed he would 
serve temporarily,” That was four months 
ago. 

Moschelia was reappointed to a four-year 
term by a 5-4 vote of the committee (three 
were absent). Among those voting in favor for 
Moschelia was Moschelia himself. 
Representatives from Ihe communities of 
Saugus. Revere, Wakefield, Chelsea and 


Stoneham voted in favor. 

Against were Winchester, Woburn, 
Winthrop and Reading. 

Donahoe wanted the duties and respon¬ 
sibilities of the treasurer to be transferred to 
the school district’s business manager, 
thereby eliminating any possible conflict. 
Donahoe also said the committee attempted 
to create a new position of purchasing agen» 
and fill it with a former school committeeman 
from Wakefield. 

Asked what was going on with the com¬ 
mittee members, Donahoe replied: “1 am 
surprised at some of the things that are going 
on. I want to stop them.” He thinks the duties 
of a purchasing agent should be handled by 
the business manager. 

Donahoe thinks the state attorney 
general’s office should investigate his charge 
of conflict of interest. He has informed the 
Board of Selectmen of his charges and they 
have offered him assistance. 


The chairman of the vocational high school 
committee, Peter Rosetti of Saugus, said he 
sees no conflict. “He’s been a treasurer all 
along, since the committee started” he said, 
referring to Anthony Moschelia. "I have 
found no areas of conflict.” Rosetti said the 
district has had three business managers and 
Moschelia has been an assci during the 
transition periods “He's been a good buf¬ 
fer, ’ Roselti said. 

The position of purchasing agent Is 
budgeted for $14,000 to $15,000, Rosetti said. 
Asked if the position is necessary, he said, “In 
my opinion there is a real need for a pur¬ 
chasing agent.” He said the district buys $2 
million a year in equipment and supplies. 

“We don’l have a purchasing agent now to 
see what the best prices are.” The business 
manager, he said, doesn’t have time to do the

South End Program 

Lib Hills Seeks Low Cost Housing Aid

Nowadays we near "do \<uir own thing.” 
Mrs, Arthur Hills of 34 Cabot st. is doing just 
this. She’s “into” helping others as a 
volunteer and board member of the Low Cost 
Housing Corp. of Boston, a non-profit 
nrganization which acquires, improves and 
makes available al the lowest possible cost 
housing to persons and families in the South 
End of Boston 

According to Libby Hills, who serves in a 
public relations and fund raising capacity for 
LCHC, the organization was begun back in 
1965. About that time the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority Urban renewal 
plan called for site clearance, new housing 
and housing rehabilitation in experimental 
ways. Foreseeipg the displacement of about 
3,200 households from clearance areas in the 
South End, BRA encouraged private 
organizations to set up non-profit programs to 
renovate existing structures 

After the birlh of LCHC its board applied 
for FI IA financing under a program to 
rehabilitate a package of 16 buildings con¬ 
taining 73 apartment units. They aequi cd 
buildings through BRA for a nominal lee, 
purchased others from private owners and 
gained others through mergers with other 
housing groups. 

The corporation obtained $1 million grant 
from the U.S. Departmenl of Housinr and 
Urban Development. However this p. .ject 
was not effective in providing housing for the 
poor because the government required 
buildings to be constructed or rehabilitated 
by union labor and apartments to have 
ceramic tile baths and garbage disposals, 
Mrs. Hills said. These equipment costs made 
it prohibitive to keep rents low enough for the 
poor LCHC was trying to help. 

Success for the LCHC came when 
Rutledge A Waker became executive 
director in 1968 and initiated the grass roots 
project. With licenses as a real estate broker, 
builder, electrician and plumber, and owner 
of his own realty, lumber and construction 
firms. Waker brought extensive experience to 
LCHC. 

Under Waker the project acquired 
foreclosed housing At $1 per building for the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority and started 
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Libby Hills 

rehabilitating old housing with volunteer help 
and at less than half the cost it was spending 
under FHA guidelines 

The grass roots guidelines were to 
establish a permanent construction and 
maintenance crew; train local citizens 
through on-the-job experience in the building 
trades and qualify them to practice these 
trades as licensed workmen; use private 
capital to avoid the cost in time and money of 
government programs; work with tenants to 
encourage them to improve and maintain 
their buildings; and enlist further tenant 
participation in the operation of the cor¬ 
poration. 

According to Mrs Hills, as a result 19 
buildings with 66 apartment units were 
completed by December. 1972. and 10 more 
buildings are expected lo be done by mid-1974 
Rents are the lowest in the country, Mrs. Hills 
says. 

Winchester people have been a part o( the 
Low Cost Housing Corp. and still have an 


opportunity to play a greater role, she notes, 
pointing lo Winchester's churches as 
providers of seed money during the beginning 
stages. 

The Church of the Epiphany gave $2,500. 
The First Congregational Church gave $3,000. 
St. Eulalia's Church provided $1,000, and the 
Winchester Unitarian Society loaned LCHC 
$2,500. 

Also, Winchester High School students 
have been volunteer workers. 

LCHC has its own subsidiaries. There’s the 
Paul Cuffee Federal Credit Union which helps 
members establish a saving habit; creates a 
ready source of cash for emergencies for 
members; provides a means of security if a 
person wants to take out a loan; and offers a 
member an opportunity to earn a favorable 
credit rating. The LCHC encourages tenants 
to keep at least a month’s rent in the credit 
union to fall back on in case of emergency. 

There's the Low Cost Housing Mortgage 
Corp., the LCH Construction Co., the LCH 
Realty Trust and the LCH Materials Co. 
These firms help to increase efficiency and 
outreach, provide help legally and make LCH 
more self-supporting and less dependent. 

The LCH Construction Co, allows the crew 
to help community residents maintain their 
properties, The importance of this lies in the 
fact that strict imposition of building codes is 
often used as a means of driving out the poor 
home owner so that a wealthier one can move 
in, LCH maintains, 

The realty firm helps LCHC keep supplied 
with houses with less dependency on 
government agencies; and the materials 
company allows LCHC lo take advantage of 
wholesale prices extended to distributors. 

Libby Hills loves her work with Low Cost 
Housing. She says she slarted doing inner city 
work when she lived in San Francisco, She 
began as a volunteer by spackling, cleaning 
and pulling nails out of boards. "In this work 
you recycle as much material as possible,” 
she notes. 

She spoke of herself as a theological 
student and points to this volunteer work as 
“definitely a spiritual situation.” She says at

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New Leonard Pool 
Goes Down Drain 


Town meeting members overwhelmingly 
defeated a $ 262,000 appropriation request for 
a new Leonard Pool last Thu. sday after more 
than three hours of debate and then went on to 
approve legislation for enactment of an anti- 
public drinking law. 

The chairman or the Leonard Pool Study 
Committee, Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr., 
called the need for a new pool “gretaar than 
ever,” citing the deterioration in rccen» years 
in the quality of water at the man-made pond. 

There were sharp differences from 
speakers over the cause of the water quality 
decline, some arguing that high bacteria and 
coliform are a danger to swimmers, others 
that the water is no worse than in any fresh¬ 
water body. 

Chairman Saltmarsh said cost of installing 
a water filtering system at the present pond 
would be “equally great if not greater" than 
construction of a new artificial pool. The 
$262,000 appropriation would have included 
$70,000 for rebuilding the bathhouse at 
Leonard Field. 

Town meeting member (TMM) William T. 
Ryerson said the water is so pure it’s 
drinkable, To which Recreation Committee 
member Noreen E. Connell responded: “1 
would be very surprised if you didn't end up at 
Winchester Hospital getting your stomach 
pumped out.” 

Mrs. Connell also said “hi ;e snapping 
mud turtles” had forced cancellation that day 
of the swimming program. 

In addition, she said, the Recreation 
Department in the past has had “to go to 
another town to beg to use their facilities” for 
the annual competitive swimming meet, She 
emohasized the need for a new pool on the 
basis of its instructional value. “We don’t 
have any public swimming program 
available for our children if we vote this 
down,” 

One town meeting member representing 
precinct 1, the location of Leonard Pond, 
argued that the neighborhood prefers the 
present tree-lined pond over on artificial 
concrete “monstrosity,” as another put it. 

In the end, the fact that the pool con¬ 
struction cost had originally been estimated 
at about $200,000 and the considerably higher 
figure presented by the pool committee 
seemed to influence members in voting 
against the appropriation. 

The members approved un article to use 
Ihe $200,000 “reserved” for the new pool lo 
reduce the tax rate by 68 cents Finance 
Committee-estimated figures before last 
week’s meeting were for a tux rate this year 
of $63.86. The present is $61. 

Town comptroller James J. Costello feels 
the new tax rate may be closer to $62.75, All 
figures at this point are preliminary. 

The Finance Committee had voted 7-1 
against a new Leonard Pool, Planning Board 
had an unfavorable vote and the Board of 
Selectmen 4 to l in favor of the appropriation. 
The appropriation request lost when only ll 
TMMs stood to vote in its favor. 

Following the negative pool vote, one 
member attempted to introduce an amend¬ 
ment to use $10,000 of the $200,000 for a 
committee study lo make recommendations 
on improving the existing pond. Moderator 
Raymond J. Kenney Jr. ruled the motion out 
of order. 

Committee chairman Saltmarsh said he 
contacted MDC Cmsr. John Sears about 


having the commission build a pool in Win¬ 
chester and was told MDC has no such plans 
and if they did, it would be constructed on tfie 
MDC reservation, a long distance from the 
Cross street areh of Leonard Field. 

Saltmarsh said filed legislation might 
make it possible some lime to receive state 
aid in constructing a pool. Federal aid, he 
indicated, is unlikely. “Winchester is not a 
priority area,” 

On a voice vote and with little debate, the 
TMMs at 11:30 p.m. voted in favor of seeking 
permission from the state legislature to pass 
an anti-public drinking by-law, 

Arthur E. Dunbar, chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, spoke in favor of the proposal, 
saying it would solve such things as the lit¬ 
tering oi beer cans and abusive language by 
youths. 

TMM Eli C. Bnrtman asked Dunbar: 
“What evils would be controlled under the law 
that existing laws don't control?" Dunbar 
repeated the litter and abusive language 
arguments and Bortman repealed his 
question, indicating he didn't receive an 
answer. 

TMM Harrison Chadwick, a state 
representative, offered to introduce a bill this 
year to allow the town to pass the law. But 
Dunbar said tie preferred to wait until 1974 so 
other towns could be asked to support per-

EYE IN THE LAST STORM 
A Reporter’s Journal of

‘‘Eye in the Last Storm " is a diary kept by 
James Willwerth while he covered the 
Southeast Asian conflict as a reporter for 
“Time” magazine from the spring of 1970 to 
Ihe spring of 1971. The journal is the story of 
Willwerth’s real experiences and ob¬ 
servations in the villages and battlefields of 
Southeast Asia and an intimate delineation of 
his reactions to them. Willwerth has bared his 
soul to the reader without resorting to cloying 
sentimentality. 

The diary consists of a series of eloquent, 
touching vignettes, which can be read in 
chronologial sequence or at random. It is 
short (178 pages) and is written in an im¬ 
mensely readable style. 

The journal provides clear evidence that 
there is much insight concerning historical 
complexities to be gained from the 
description of everyday events and a range of 
basic human emotions. Having read the 
diary, the reader develops a gut feeling for 
Ihe realities of the war in Indochina. 

The journal is not primarily an analysis of 
the polilical situation in Southeast Asia, 
though the author does comment on the 
complexities of (he political arena. Nor is the 
accounl primarily a diatribe against United 
States involvement in the war, though the 
author is obviously skeptical of our presence 
(here. No philosophical analysis of the 
meaning of Vietnam is presented, nor is the 
diary a moralistic essay about the horrors of 
war. 

Basically, the journal covers three aspects 
of Willwerth’s experiences in Indochina: 
front-line coverage of the war itself, repor- 
(orial duties in the “havens” of Saigon and 
Phnom Penh, and leisure time‘activities. 

Since the writer is both an impartial ob¬ 
server of events and a participant in them, 
the journal has many elements of an ad¬ 
venture story. Among his experiences were 
several flights on bombing missions with 
South Vietnamese pilots, an ambush by the 
enemy in the Cambodian countryside during 
Ihe invasion of 1970, a ride on a refugee boat 
bringing South Vietnamese from Phnom 
Penh to South Vietnam, and a dangerous 
stroll along the laos border during the in¬ 
vasion of 1971.

descriptions of his more mundane reportorial 
duties, such as the endless military briefings, 
lours with bureau chiefs, and dealings with 
Vietnamese “sources.” As far as the author’s 
extracurricular activities are concerned, he 
writes about Saigon bar girls, leisurely life in 
Ihe exclusive hotels and tennis clubs of Siagon 
in the .midst of the war, nightclub en- 
lertainment in Saigon, and Bob Hope’s 
Christmas show. 

Most poignant are the portrayals of Viet¬ 
namese peasants going about the business of 
everyday life while the war is raging around 
them. The picture of children playing bad¬ 
minton on the streets of Saigon is both a 
happy and heartbreaking event. 

An outstanding feature of the diary is the 
author's straightforward, yet eloquent, style. 
The account is divided into eight major 
sections, each of which is prepared by the 
author’s general feelings at that point in time. 
These passages are among the most eloquent 
and moving Ihe journal. For example, 
Willwerth writes: 

"War reporting, I admit, is exciting. It is 
compelling to consider questions of life and 
death. And (he risks of reporting of stories 
add meaning to them. That’s the myth of war 
reporting, anyway. It is impossible not to 
believe some of it. 

“But the darkness of what I see drags on 
me. and I feel a blade cutting into me, going 
deeper. It will alter the exhilaration to a 
grayness. As days pass, the mornings will 
hecome hotter, the rain at night unending. 
Dus! will cling to my skin even after rain." 

Finally, the meaning of the title awaits 
explanation. In a Cambodian village, 
Willwerth sees a dead and badly mutilated 
Viet Cong soldier hanging upside down in the 
square. His remarks encapsulate the reasons 
he wrote the journal and its tone. He writes: 

“Somewhere between this storm and the 
last one in my life, my eye will search to find 
him again. But I can’t know, this day at least, 
when he will appear,” 

The journal is highly recommended to 
readers interested in a personal account of 
how Ihe Southeast Asian conflict looked to the 
"mind’s eye" of one man,

and contractor's water lines. 

Phillips protested: "I don’t see how we can 
lake any further action beyond what we've 
done.”

It should 
come from them.” 

Selectman Sullivan said the town had a 
“moral obligation” to help Repucci. 

“You should be talking to Amacon,” 
replied Phillips. . 

“If it were a local company we could,” 
said Selectman Chairman Arthur E. Dunbar. 
“It's a little different when the company is in 
New Jersey.” 

About a month ago Repucci finally gave up 
on Water and Sewer and asked the selectmen 
for help, The selectmen then-got in touch with 
Water and Sewer to inquire into the status of 
Repucci’? claim. 

When (he board failed to hear from Water 
and Sewer after several weeks they asked 
them tn report weekly on Repucci's claim. 
This week their report—their first—was in 
person. 

The Water and Sewer members appeared 
miffed because Repucci bypassed them. 

“We haven't heard anything from Repucci 
in over a year,” said Phillips. 

Sullivan: "This gets back to: We can 
dazzle the citizen with red tape.”

Replied Sullivan: "I’m sure he’ll know 
better next time.”

Rep. Harrison Chadwick (R-Winchestert 
was recently recorded as voting in favor of 
proposed legislation to allow private hospitals 
lo refuse to perform abortions or provide 
family planning services under certain cir 
cumslances. 

Rep. Chadwick told The Star he feels 
hospital workers shouldn’t be compelled to 
perform services contrary to their religious 
beliefs. The House passed the measure 200 to 
26 and sent It to the Senate. 

Chadwick, who favors Gov. Sargent’s 
proposed reorganization of the state govern¬ 
ment, voted against a bill which would have 
repealed the system of slate cabinet officers 
and reorganization. The bill was defeated 67- 
168. 

On a motion to overturn an adverse 
commilteee report on a bill to provide tax 
deductions for child care services, Chadwick 
voted with the majority favoring this relief 
for working wives, The bill was passed 147 to 
80. 

Chadwick voted in favor of a bill lo put on 
(he 1974 ballot^ the question of whether to 
reduce the size of the House from 240 to 160 
members. The original proponent of the 
House cut, Chadwick feels a smaller House 
will be more effective. The measure passed 
143 to Rl. 

Rep. Chadwick voted against a motion to 
override Gov Sargent's veto of a Senate 
redistricting plan which failed to provide the 
concept of a black senatorial district in 
Boston. 

A two-thirds vote is required lo override n 
veto. Thus the vote of 139 to 85 in favor of 
repeal failed. 

Common Cause, a citizens’ lobby, listed 
Sen. John W. Bullock (D-Arlington), who 
represents Winchester, as voting in favor of 
(he plan which did not include a black 


senatorial district for Boston. The measure 
vas passed 20 to 16 in the Senate. 

On the House cut Issue, Bullock voted with 
the Senate majority of 22 in favoring putting 
the question on the ballot. 

He also voted to approve the anti-abortion 
measure passed by the House. The Senate 
supported it 35 to 2 and sent it to Sargent. 

Bullock supported a bill which would have 
limited grounds on which local authorities 
could close movie theaters. The bill, which 
failed 14 to 19, was aimed at providing local 
authorities with more power to control 
movies considered pronographic. 

Bullock voted yes on a bill to set up branch 
offices of the secretary of slate’s office in 
Worcester, New Bedford and Springfield. The 
bill passed 23 to 14 and was sent to the House,

Outdoor Field Study Set 
For Parkhurst 5th Graders 


The Winchester School Committee gave 
approval at its June 26 meeting to Andrew 
Allan, principal of Parkhurst School, to 
continue plans for a field study experience for 
students at the fifth grade level during the 
spring of 1974. 

Being considered is a four-day, three-night 
trip to the Cape Cod Outdoor Education 
Center in Yarmouth. Under the proposal, 
early in the school year Parkhurst’s fifth 
grade teachers and David Silverman, 
director of the center and a science specialist 
for many years in the Newton public schools, 
will project a course of study to be in¬ 
corporated into Hie curriculum. 

Children who attend the Outdoor 
Education Center will choose an area of 
concentration, such as oceanography, fresh 
water ecosystems, woodlands, or recon¬ 
struction of Ihe pa9l. In addition to science, 


the course will include math, social studies, 
and English. 

The daily schedule will include study and 
periods of filed work for groups of ten 
students. The stress will be on indepth 
discovery and comparison of systems. There 
will be opportunities for work groups to share 
their experiences with others; also an 
evening program. 

The Center, which is within a few miles of 
the Cape Cod National Seashore, uses 200 
acres of land, including two fresh water 
ponds, a glacial pond, and a cranberry 
Irrigation ditch. 

Allan and four parents visited the Center 
to see how the program runs. The faculty, as

Bartley Doesn’t Promise 
What He Can’t Deliver

Thirty-seven-year-old David M. Bartley, 
Speaker of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives, is a unique personality 
among this generation of politicians. He is 
frank, sometimes brutally so, and un- 
dramatic. He is not afraid to take the of¬ 
fensive. 

His media image is tough, almost harsh, in 
an age when smoothness rates high among 
viewing audiences. While he has endorsed 
and actively supported many pieces of 
progressive legislation, he refuses to cast 
himself in the role of political good guy. 

Above all, Speaker Bartley is a realist. He 
does not promise when he cannot deliver. He 
does not raise hopes when there is little 
reason to be hopeful. As speaker, he has 
learned the necessities of compromise and 
the sometimes painful need for patience in the 
Catch-22 world of Massachusetts politics. 

Bartley was the youngest representative 
in this century to be elected to the powerful 
speakership. He has been the focus of many 
controversies during his tenure in that office, 
the bitterest of which was liis antagonism to 
the House cut proposal. 

He personally squashed that effort when 
he garnered 60 votes on the House floor to 
prevent the League of Women Voters 
referendum question from appearing on the 
1970 ballot. His efforts earned him a black 
mark in the books of many reformers who had 
long fought for a reduction in the size of the 
legislature. 

Many non-political observers consider him 
a party regular and a philosophical,moderate 
Ironically, some legislators view him as a 
left-of-center reformer too interested in 
restructuring the old order. This reputation is 
partially due to his efforts to improve the 
image of the House, his efforts to modernize 
legislative procedures, and his support of 
some controversial administrators such as 
former Department of Youth Services 
Commissioner Jerome Miller. 

Speaker Bartley first ran for election to 
the legislature in 1962 from his home town of 
Holyoke. His prior career as a teacher and 
coach led him to an assignment on the 
Education Committee. In 1968, he was named 
majority leader after an unusually rapid rise 
through the party ranks 

When Elliott Richardson vacated the stale 
attorney general’s office to serve in the Nixon 
Administration, then Speaker Robert Quinn 
moved on to that position. Quinn’s departure 
left the road open for Bartley’s takeover of 
the House leadership. 

Taxes 

When we interviewed the Speaker, he had 
just completed several hectic weeks of a 
legislative workload which included 
proposals for a ‘’black" senatorial district, 
changes in the racial imbalance Law, and, 
above all, Gov. Sargent's reorganization 

legislation. 

People throughout the stale have been 
increasingly concerned with the tax structure 
in Massachusetts. Advocates of the graduated 


income lax offered hopes of reductions in 
local property taxes if a graduated tax 
amendment was approved in November. The 
proposal was soundly defeated in November, 
both in Winchester and statewide. 

The speaker told us that this defeat 
cripples chances for real estate tax relief in 
the foreseeable future. "Attempts are being 
made to shift the lax load from real estate tn 
other areas," said Bartley, "but there is just 
not enough money to shift into other areas 
without lhe graduated tax concept. By raising 
other taxes, the property tax will eventually 
fall into line so lhat it generates about 40 
percent of total revenue collected instead of 
about 55 percent as it now dues. 

"A combination of the flat rate income tax, 
the sales lax and other taxes - if they in¬ 
crease - can reduce or stabilize the property 
lux,” Hartley continued. The speaker said the 
reduction of real estate taxes would be a 
realistic goal in "about five to seven years." 

Business 

New national budget trends may delay a 
restructuring of the tax system here, 
however. Bartley says the Nixon budget will 
have a tremendous impact in Massachusetts. 
"We stand to lose $357 million if the budget is 
Implemented as presently planned and there 
are no special revenue sharing funds forth¬ 
coming," the speaker told us. 

Businessmen have been continual critics 
of the lax situation here. They blame cor¬ 
porate, income and property taxes for some 
of the plant closings witnessed in recent 
years. Not so, says Speaker Bartley. 

"The textile'and shoe industries have been 
the ones to leave the state. OlHer businesses 
have not been moving out of Massachusetts. 
We rank anywhere from 14th to 21st among 
the states in the total taxes residents pay." 
Bartley said confusion abounds on this issue 
because commentators frequently look at just 
one type of lax when comparing our Slate 
with others throughout the country. 

Reorganization 

State government reorganization is the lop 
headliner of this year's legislative session 
Gov. Sargent says that prompt passage of Ills 
comprehensive reorganization package will 
mean more efficient and less cosily slate 
government. Significant bipartisan support is 
necessary for passage of the Sargent 
proposals, but sharp battle lines have already 
been drawn over the wisdom of "reorg." 

Speaker Bartley told us that any 
reorganization plans must meet one of two 
criteria. They must provide better services 
for the same costs, or better services at less 
cost. If reorganization does not accomplish 
one of these goals, then it must be deemed a 
failure. 

"Looking at the overlap and duplication of 
services which exist between slate agencies 

arid examining whether the state ought to 
be undertaking certain functions, there is a 
potential for savings,” claims Bartley. "We 
have to eliminate Jobs'ur cut services to save 
money.

"Reorganization ought not to be oversold. 
It should not be looked upon as tin* saviour of 
the taxpayer, because it is not. Governments 
have been doing reorganizations for some 
lime now. Some have produced startling 
results We reorganized the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles some years ago, and it produced 
very effective results sucli as the uniform 
registration of automobiles. 

"But right after World War II, one of the 
major governmental reorganizations oc¬ 
curred in Washington with the restructuring 
of the Pentagon. People with a common 
mission were pul in tHfe same envelope. One 
could question whether this has been an ef¬ 
ficient reorganization 

"Massachusetts has had a history that 
whenever there is a scandal or a problem in 
one of the state departments, we throw a 
reorganization at It. We reorganized the 
Waterways Division 10 years ago after a 
major scandal there. We developed the 
Turnpike and Massport Authorities when wo 
had transportation problems." 

Was the speaker suggesting that the 
governor's plans were more of a public 
relations effort than an attempt to improve 
efficiency? Bartley denied this implication, 
hut said that reorganization was being "sold" 
on the wrong basis. "The Sargent proposals 
have been sold on the basis lhat they are 
going to save money, and they are not 
Vnt Critical 

Bartley also denied he had been critical of 
the Sargent program. "1 have just tried to 
knock down the myth that they are going tn 
save money. They are not The proponents of 
reorganization say they have a management 
tool with which they can straighten out state 
government That's just totally false Sure, 
you need the management tools to work, but 
they - are not the answer." 

The speaker agrees lhat there are some 
state employees who are not needed, but said 
it would be impossible to say "these 300 or 
these 3.000 employees ought to be fired We 
ought to look at every agency. Those persons 
who are not doing their job should either be 
retrained or let go I couldn't pick whic.t ones 
should go lot narrow, or nev week " 
Long-Term Rail Aid 

Every Winchester commuter who usvj mi. 
B & M Railroad is well aware of the yearly 
conlruversy over the funding of the bankrupt 
line Can it survive in the years ahead with 
the pressures from legislators outside j| the 
MBTA district lu reduce the mass transit 
deficit? 

Bartley said there is "some chance'' for 
long-term rail aid "but the residents of 
Winchester ought to be aware or the fact that 
they are receiving a substantial benefit tor 
very little cost. The slate pays for loo percent 
of that service. Those Winchester residents 
who complain about state luxes never say too 
much about this mujor benefit the Com¬ 
monwealth gives them 

"If we can realistically force those 
communities that ought to pay a more 
adequate share for commuter rail service, 
then we can stop the crisis funding we have 


every year. These towns are going to have to 
supplement the MBTA which the B & M 
operates under. 

"The assessments for the MBTA area are 
arbitrary. They are not based on what the 
cost of the service happens to be. The state 
ought to be into more funding of the MBTA, 
but this is difficult to sell to non-MBTA 
legislators." 

ScuUered-SUe Housing 

The speaker has been the recipient of 
many complaints on legislation enacted in 
1969 providing Tor the construction of low and 
moderate income housing in suburban 
communities. How does he view the future 
implementation of the law** 

"There are $25 million of unused bonds for 
scatlered-site housing at the Department of 
Communities and Development right now. I 
think it has to be a gradual process. 

"We can't pick a given community and — 
through housing force a particular way of 
""eon that community. Neither can we force 
Mr cities to accept such things as the 
ml imbalance law unless wc apply the law 
uniformly across the state to every com¬ 
munity. and we have not done that.” 

The speaker agrees that most com¬ 
munities already contain a variety of income 
groups living in housing units of widely dif¬ 
ferent values. The resistance to thjg housing 
legislation, the speaker suggests, evolves less 
from a feeling of class resentment than it does 
from a lingering resistance to racial in¬ 
tegration. 

House on the Hill 

Bartley is well aware of the adverse 
publicity the Massachusetts legislature has 
received through the years. Politically, the 
negative image of the lawmakers represents 
a threat to any ambitions he may have for 
higher office. 

In the minds of the state's vbters, his 
position makes him responsible "A r the ac¬ 
tions and inactions of his colleagues. 
Republican governors have found the House 
anil Senate easy scapegoats, and Sargent's 
last campaign was based in large part on 
castigating the legislature lor its misdeeds. 

Every legislative body in the country 
suffers from this image problem according to 
Bartley. "We are the'only group that defies 
the mathematical principle that the whole 
equals the sum of its parts Each part is 
• cspected in his or her particular community. 

"The representative front Winchester is 
respected in Winchester. The representative 
Irnm Lawrence is respected in Luwreneo. The 
gu; from New Bedford is respected there. 
Otherwise, none of these people would gel 
elected 

"But when they are all put together in a 
collective body, they defy that mathematical 
principle It goes part In the nature of the 
beast Legislatures lack consistency. 
Whenever an executive argues with a 
legislature, the executive wins and the 
legislature loses. Harry Truman and give the 
Republican Congress hell. Kennedy louglit 
with the Congress and so did Lyndon Johnson 
Nixon, prior to Watergate, wus having a 
grand time beating the Congress over the 
head. 

"The legislatures tliroughoul the country 
are reflections of society. If you are a con¬ 
servative. the legislature is too liberal. IT you 
are a liberal, lhe legislature is lou con¬ 
servative. If you want quick action, the 
legislature acts too slowly. When you want 
things done slowly, lhe legislature passes 
them too quickly. 

"The other factor is that we have 8,000 
petitions i bills) every year, and ap¬ 
proximately lu percent pass The other 90 
percent are either killed or sent to a study. In 
other words, nine out of 10 things the people 
ask the legislature to do don’t get done." 

Would a unicameral, or one house, 
legislature he more effective? Not according 
to the speaker. "Unicameralism has only 
been tried in one state Nebraska. The 
performance of the Nebraska unicameral 
legislature is nol anything that people are 
particularly proud of in terms or ac¬ 
complishments The city council used to be 
bicameral. When they became unicameral, 
there has not been such a dramatic change in 
their thinking or legislative processes." 

Bartley emphatically denies that a 
reduction In the number of representatives 
will improve the quality of the legislature. 
"The House will be no belter with IGu than 240

While holding the leadership reins, Bartley 
has made some significant steps in improving 
the legislative process. He has assisted in the 
modernizing of House rules, pushed f*r 
computer and data information systems, 
increased the number of staff to assist 
committees, and supported a post audit 
committee to monitor the effectiveness of 
(ingoing state programs. 

But such improvements aside, the 
legislature is likely to retain a black sheep 
image with an electorate that has become 
extremely skeptical of politics - either 
Democratic or Republican 
Beyond 1973 

Politics is not unlike most professions in 
one respect. Its participants are ambitious to 
advance in the system. Dave Bartley has 
been rumored to be a gubernatorial candidate 
ever since his takeover of the House gavel. If 
lie can overcome u negative legislative 
image, u popular Republican governor and a 
tiost of potential candidates on the 
Democratic side, then he can advance to the 
"corner office” in January of 1975, If he does 
become governor, he wants to focus on three 
ureas he feels are in need of major revisions - 
welfare, transportation and public and 
mental health 

The 1974 political season promises to be an 
exciting one. Whether speaker David Burtley 
becomes a candidate or not, his influence will 
he felt in the selection of a Democratic 
gubernatorial nominee and in state politics 
for some time to come.

The Recreation Department’s summer 
tennis program "is really getting up there," 
director Don Spinney reports. The new 
evening class for working men had 110 sign up 
(it includes many wives) and all together 
there are 492 enrolled in the tennis program.

With the defeat last week of the Leonard 
pool Study Committee’s request to town 
meeting for $ 262,000 to build an artificial pool 
at Leonard Field lhe question arises what now 
happens to the committee. 

It will probably continue on the books until 
dissolved by the next town meeting. It’s too 
bad no one thought at the lime the committee 
was created to have the group also study the 
feasibility of installing some kind of system at 
the present Leonard Pool to keep the water 
clean. 

Sometimes, it seems, committees are 
created with too narrow u goal. The Leonard 
committee was ordered to bring back a 
recommendation on a new pool. When 
committees are so charged, invariably they 
end up recommending what they have 
studied. 

Maybe we should create anti-committees 
to come up with studies why we should 
not do a certain thing at the same lime we 
create committees to study why wc should do 
something. Town meeting member Bill 
Kyerson in an unusual move presented 
himself as a self-appointed committee of one 
in arguing against a pool and putting on a 
demonstration of slides at the town meeting 
showing favorable aspecls of the present pool. 

He pointed out lie didn't have the benefit of 
$17,000 in planning studies that the pool 
committee had. Nevertheless he did a 
creditable job and received many com¬ 
pliments for his presentation. 

The article the Leonard committee 
operated under read: "VOTED, That the sum 
of $8,500 is appropriated to be expended by the 
Permanent Building Committee for the 
purpose of securing final plans and bids for 
the costs of constructing an artifical swim¬ 
ming pool to be located in the vicinity of 
Leonard Pool,,," It really would have been 
illegal for them to do anything but make a 
recommendation on a new pool. 

The committee's presentation at town 
meeting was by "Whip” Saltmorsh, who did a 
thorough job the town should be thankful for. 
As many have pointed out, however, in¬ 
cluding Saltmarsh, the town meeting 
members just weren’t expecting such a high 
appropriation request. If the pool committee 
had originally indicated to the town meeting it 
was expecting construction to cost $262,000 
the article would have had a good chance ol 
passage. 

The work of the committee was highly 
technical. For instance, they had to contend 
with a 190-page document outlining all of the 
state requirements to put the pool out to bid, 
Saltmursh estimates the committee members 
pul in 30 to 40 hours a week.

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Survey Claims Police, Youth Favorable To One Another 


Winchester youths feel police officers act 
‘'pleasant" or "grouchy” and the police feel 
the attitude of most youths they approach is 
"indifferent." 

Youths, on the other hand, say their own 
attitude is "courteous." The police feel they 
either give "many” breaks to youths or "a 
few” while youths for the most part feel they 
get "a few" breaks. 

These are several results of a report on 
police-youth relations in Winchester done by 
Robert P. Joyce, a town meeting member, for 
a course In criminal Justice he takes at 
Northeastern University. Joyce, 22 , in¬ 
terviewed 24 Winchester police officers and 26 
youths in compiling his statistics, 

Joyce was attempting to "uncover some of 
the feelings of both groups in relation to each 
other. It is a well-heard cry of young people 
that they are being continually harassed by 
the police. 

"On the other hand, police officers feel 
that they are only doing their job when they 
are accused of this harassment.” 

The following are the two questionnaires 
Joyce used, together with the results:

"They do not view (hem as friends and 
human beings; just as cops. They see the 
badge, not the person, first. It may be they 
have preconceived ideas of the police that 
they get from older siblings, news, television, 
etc. 

"The police interviewed were fairly young 
and came in contact with Winchester’s youth 
very often for driving violations and 
disturbances. When they approach the of¬ 
fenders they generally feel they are in¬ 
different. 

"The term they are called most often in 
their opinion is either ‘cop’ or 'officer.' They 
also feel they give many breaks to (he kids but 
that they are being taken advantage of by the 
youth. 

"Because youths feel so defensive this 
might make the police feel the same way. 
Acting wise und disrespectful makes the 
police want to take a firmer attitude with 
youths, as if the police officer feels that no 
matter what, he is going to have the final 
word. In general the police like the youth but 
feel there are a few troublemakers that spoil 
it for the rest. 

"Both groups have mostly positive at¬ 
titudes towards each other underneath. On 
the surface they are both guilty of‘playing the 
roles' expected of them: tough cop and wise 
punk.

"The kids don't like to feel intimidated by 
police power and the police don't want the 
kids to act up, forcing them to use the power 
But incidents happen which call for police 
action, precipitating role playing. 

"Another factor contributing lo surface 
attitudes (as one policeman stated) is that 
youths have tob much money and too much 
free time This is very true and very evident 
in Winchester. The policemen are of a 
generation when money din’t flow so easily. 
Th$y may have negative feelings about kids 
who have too much money and don't 
necessarily have to work to earn it. 

"On the other hand, the youths may not 
really know the value of money and possibly 
might think it's square to get a job to earn it. 
Not having a job means free time; free time 
means idleness, and idleness can lead to 
anything, usually trouble, hence, a con¬ 
frontation with the law. 

"Yet the general overall attitudes 
revealed by the survey were of a positive 
nature. A majority of the comments made 
about each other were "all right.” The 
problem may very well be what one 
policeman stated: 'There are a few bad ones 
that spoil it for the good ones.' This could be 
said of both youths and policemen.

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Poet Beverly Alba Ponders Man, Animals 


Duplicate Bridge

Beverly Alba of 5 Myopia rd. is deeply 
concerned about man and his reaction to 
other men and animals and is doing 
something about it. She works as an assistant 
to a Woburn veterinarian. 

“Some people may question why I put so 
much importance on animals," says the 23- 
year-old miss, “but if everyone picks one 
thing" In which to be involved, the world 
would get better. "No one thing is more im¬ 
portant than the other," she asserts. 

Miss Alba, who holds bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees In physical education from 
Ithaca College, is distressed because she sees 
"man abdicating his responsibility toward 
other people and animals rather than ac¬ 
cepting it," 

Here she refers to abusive treatment given 
thousands of animals each year by people 
who tie kittens to rocks and drop them into 
bodies of water, or throw cats from traveling 
cars, or just drop animals off at the doorsteps 
of a vet's office or in unfamiliar surroundings. 
"This kind of action is less uncommon than 
you might think," she claims. 

Miss Alba has always been interested in 
animals. The Alba family has five cats and 
three shepherd dogs. The dogs, good wat¬ 
chdogs, are called Juno, Sabre and Princess. 
Beverly got Princess from the office of the vet 
where she works. At the time Princess was 
pregnant and in poor condition. Now she is 
strong, well and happy. 

The cats are named Sir William, Big Beej, 
Samantha, Maurice and Luigi. Big Beej, a cat 
she got in New York to share her dormitory 
quarters, and Beverly’s mother took so well 
to each other when he first visited Winchester 
that Beverly just left Big Beej at home. 

Maurice, a female cat, came from 
Washington to Winchester with Beverly’s 
sister, Cindy. Cindy’s friends warned her they 
were giving her the cat but it wasn’t till she 
was on her way out of Washington that she 
HVovered Maurice was in the car. Maurice 
and Luigi, a two-year-old light grey tiger cat, 
were presenl for The Star interview. 

Beverly says she likes to play with 
language. One recent day while romping with 
Luigi and pondering his lifestyle as opposed to 
that of other cats who just don’t survive, she 
wrote the following: 

IlDmoSapiens Ponder 

Deur Luigi, 

Wnat would you say 
If 1 told you 

That all your little brothers and sisters 
Do not live as you? 

A warm bed, the same as mine 
They have never known. 

A little shrimp, a little liver, 

A little cheese and bacon

“Animals are so neat," Miss Alba says, 
"They are so adaptable, so trusting, so 
loving.” Watching Luigi stretched out on the 
thick-carpeted Floor before her she adds, 
"They have respect for people as another 
species. They have no feeling of better of 
worse." 

Her voice grew a bit louder as she spoke of 
man and his egocentrlcity, the way he "looks 
at the earth as the center of the universe and 
at himself as the center of the earth." She 
sayB, "Man has domesticated animals and 
should accept the responsibility for them.” 

Speaking of wild cats, Miss Alba points out 
"They used to be monogamous and smarter 
than they are now. Man did damage to their 
life cycle,"'she says. Today dogs and cats are 
"very wild or very timid which doesn't fit into 
the balance of nature," she notes. 

Looking to the future, she judges, "Man is 
getting so egocentric that he won’t fit into the 
ecological balance himself." She reasons 
man prefers dogs to cats because they are 
easier to control. Cats are too independent," 
she observes. 

A volunteer for the Winchester Animal 
Welfare group, Miss Alba notes some of the 
difficulties of shelters. They get too many 
animals and are able to find new homes for 
only about 30 pereerit. She points to altered 


and spayed healthy animals as the adop- 
tables. "It’s ironic that the people working in 
shelters arc turning into animal killers 
because of overloading conditions,” she 
reveals. 

Having her own shelter Is something she 
thinks about for the future, If the Slate of 
Massachusetts opens a school of veterinary 
science (this is now in planning stages) she 
expects to enroll and become a vet. She notes 
the closest vet schools are at Cornell and the 
University of Pennsylvania. Yet she may 
decide to go back to college and earn a PhD in 
general education. 

Meanwhile Miss Alba will continue her 
work beside the local vet. She will assist him 
in surgery, feed the animals, answer the 
phone and help with bookkeeping. 

Through writing skills she hopes to help 
educate the public in the interest of animals. 
"If people only knew how much of their tax 
dollars go to destroy animals," they might 
pay more attention Miss Alba suggests. 

In conclusion she repeats the words of 
another writer: "In a day and age of 
disposables it is well to ponder that a society 
thal disposes of beating little hearts, like it 
disposes of paper plates and cans and 
diapers, is well on to disposing of Itself."

90.1 % Northeast 
Voke Graduates 
Have Placement 

A total placement of 90 l percent of the 239 
senior class members at Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School has 
been reported by the school's guidance office. 

William J. Coutanche, placement coun¬ 
selor at Northeast, reports 71 percent of the 
1973 graduates had been employed within 
Iheir trade areas ; 5.0 percent placed outside 
their trade; 8.7 percent continuing education 
and 4.6 percent entering military service, for 
a total of 90.1 percent. Of the remaining 9.9 
percent, Coutanche reported 7.9 percent are 
seeking employment on their own and 2 
percent did not graduate,

say “Who arc we? And who are we in 
relationship In other people?” 

Mrs. Hills believes “we are all people 
together. We are needful of each other.” She 
says the Low Cost Housing project “enlarges 
me and makes me feel useful.” 

She says she told Waker recently she 
envied him as a black man. “Your race is on 
its way up and it must be exciting,” she said 
thinking about herself as a white person who 
“is already there.” She speaks with respect 
for Waker. who fosters the idea that people 
not seek out the government to do whal they 
can do for themselves, 

Mrs. Hills mentions ways people can help 
Low Cost Housing. They can become more 
aware of self-help programs and realize that 
all peoples can work together. She points to 
the LCHC board of directors as a mixture of 
people of various races, ages and community 
lifestyles. And volunteers are particularly 
needed to help with fund raising, she says. 

In 1969 volunteers gave 11,400 hours; in 
1970, 20.000 hours; in 1971, 18.000; and last 
year about 50 volunteers a week gave over 
20,000 hours of time. 

“Cities and suburbs just cannot exist 
without each other." Mrs. Hills says, adding, 
“We need the city, we use the city and we 
must put back into the city. We must 
remember we are a part of the whole," she 
notes. 

This summer, Ihrough a $10,000 grant from 
the Godfrey Hyams Foundation, boys from 
the community will be trained in work skills. 
The boys are coming through the Neigh¬ 
borhood Youth Corps funded by Action for 
Boston Community Development, a program 
of the OfNce of Economic Opportunity. Three 
different volunteer groups from Harvard, 
Christian Service and American Friends 
Service will be living with the boys and 
working with them. 

According to Mrs, Hills, LCHC received a 
contractual grant from the Department of 
Mousing and Urban Deveopmcnt for the 
purpose of training unskilled laborers in the 
construction trades. This grant of $253,000, 
which runs nul this month, provided salaries 
lor five trainees over a three-year period and 
part salaries for five licensed artisans; also 
three staff members who shared in their 
training. 

In compliance with the terms of this granl 
Prof. Hans Harms of the architectural staff of 
MIT is writing an extensive report entitled 
“Mousing Rehabilitation-A Lost-Cost 
Alternative with Volunteers and Job 
Training." Mrs. Hills soys the book is ex¬ 
pected to be completed this summerand will 
be available for sale. 

Mrs. Hills says (he LCHC thrust in Ihe 
future is toward helping groups in other parts 
nf Ihe state and the country (hrough loans of 
LCHC funds and expertise. She cites an 
example. The LCHC director is now in Mound 
Bayou. Miss., advising a group who are en¬ 
couraging black business ventures. “We have 
loaned them $25,000 and are hoping to raise 
another $25,000 in loans so that a cycle 
company can be started.” she says

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Pair Arrested 
In Drugstore 
Holdup Case 


Two men are being held at Billerica House 
of Correction in connection with the June 26 
armed holdup of the Aberjona Apothecary at 
88 « Main st. 

Joseph Wilwerth, 25, of Arlington and 
Franklin Holgate, 22, of Dorchester were 
arrested after an extensive investigation, 
which is continuing for a third person, the 
driver of the getaway car. 

The Winchester police, under Lt. William 
T. Haggerty, obtained photographs from 
other police departments of suspects known 
to travel in black-white pairs. Witnesses* to 
the Winchester holdup said one was black and 
the other white. 

The Winchester police also compared the 
known first three numbers and a description 
of the getaway car with parking tags in 
Somerville. In addition, they used a finger¬ 
print obtained at the drugstore by Officer 
Joseph N. Perritano in tracing Wilwerth. 

A warrant was subsequently issued at 
Woburn District Court for Wilwerth’s arrest. 
He was picked up July 4 by Somerville police 
and taken to the Arlington police station, 
where he was questioned in connection with 
an armed holdup in that town June 27. 

Lt. Haggerty said the Arlington and 
Winchester holdups were conducted in a 
similar way. In Winchester, an estimated 
$1000 in drugs and cash were seized by two 
men at 7 p.m. after one held three clerks at 
bay. 

Wilwerth's arrest and more investigation 
at the Turnabout drug center in Quincy, 
where both men were seen, led to Holgate’s 
apprehension July 7 at Cambridge District 
Court, where he was appearing on a separate 
charge of larceny of a motor vehicle. 

Lt. Haggerty, Officer William E. Nash and 
the witnesses to the Winchester robbery 
staked out the court room. Holgate was 
arrested by Haggerty at the court. 

Both men, on probation from other courts, 
were held at Billerica on charges of armed 
robbery. Bail was set at $5000 each. 

Lt. Haggerty said the car used in the 
Aberjona robbery was stolen in Somerville. 
The investigation for the driver, believed to 
be a woman, is continuing. 

In other recent activity, the Winchester 
police participated in a wild car chase in the 
Sargent road area of town Saturday evening 
and arrested two teenagers Sunday on 
various charges. 

The Saturday chase began at 7:30 p.m. 
after Arlington police telephoned they were 
chasing a car believed stolen in that town, 
driven by a man armed and dangerous. The 
MDC police also responded and the car was 
followed through the South Border road area 
and found abandoned on Sargent road, The 
occupant had fled. 

Officer Francis R. Manzie Jr. arrested two 
17-year-old youths, one from Woburn and one 
from Burlington, for larceny of a motor

$5,000 ‘Salary 
Adjustment’ 
Up For Vote 

The regional school committee meets 
tonight to discuss an item listed on its agenda 
as "superintendent's salary adjustment’’—a 
$5000 raise for Supt. John Connolly. 

According to Gerard P. Donahoe, Win¬ 
chester's representative on the Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School 
District Committee, Connolly is now paid 
$25,000 a year. He is in charge of 1400 students 
at the single school in the district. The 
previous superintendent got $30,000, Donahoe 
said. 

The meeting tonight is at 7 p,m. at the 
school in Wakefield, in the Breakheart 
Reservation. Donahoe said the meetings are 
open to the public but major business is 
generally conducted behind closed doors. 

Donahoe’s figures showed that the deput 
director of the school gets $22,500 and the 
vice-principal $20,000. Also on tonight's 
agenda are teacher contract negotiations and 
bids for school transportation and school 
supplies. 

At last week’s meeting a motion to appoint 
a new purchasing agent for the district school 
laid over from the previous week was also 
laid over again after no one made a motion. 

Donahoe has* been sharply critical of 
creation of this new post, saying the duties of 
a purchasing agent can be handled by the 
present business manager. He said the 
committee wanted to fill the slot with a for¬ 
mer Wakefield School Committeeman. 

At last week’s session, according to one 
observer, the committee for the first time 
since Its establishment made some ap¬ 
pointments in an open session. This came on a 
motion by Donahoe to try making the ap¬ 
pointment decisions In open session, using the 
closed session for appointments where 
discussion might include personal 
qualifications of applicants, 

Several posts were filled In open session. 
During a closed session the committee ap¬ 
pointed former Wakefield school committee 
chairman Irene Hennessy guidance counselor 
for the school, at a salary of $10,654 plus $900 
for “counseling differential."

‘They Almost Knock You Out Of Bed ’ 


It's five o’clock in the morning 

A few birds are beginning to chirp. A 
student nurse crossing the street drops her 
notebook. In the distance the click of heels on 
the staircase of an early riser echoes through 
the air. There are no other sounds. 

Then suddenly the silence is rent with a 
tremendous grumble, as if hell had finally 
broken loose. 

But it’s nothing as awesome as that. 
Centre Trucking Service trucks at the end of 
Hill street (between Cross and Swanton 
streets) are merely warming their motors for 
their daily exit from Winchester. 

Do the trucks bother anyone? 

“They disturb me and my children," says 
Mrs. Paul J. Regan of 41 White st. She says 
the trucks, which go down Hill street and then 
take either White or Loring avenue over to 
Swanton, wake the family up. Her three- 
week-old baby begins to cry. 

In the afternoon, when the trucks return, 
she has to bring her children in because of a 
danger to their safety. 

“Oh sure they disturb me," says Jeremiah 
J. McCarron of 35 White st. "If they’d only 
coast when they’re going down. But they rev 
it up. They almost knock you out of bed." 

Mrs. McCarron agreed. “You just can’t 
sleep. Especially in the summertime when 
the windows are open. They Just seem to gun 
it. I call it a public nuisance with noise like 
that at that time of morning. I don’t know 
whether they do it purposely or what.” 

Mrs. McCarron said the trucks come in a 
steady stream, beginning shortly after 5 a.m. 
One day she counted 14 trucks and called the 
police station wanting to know "if they were 
having some sort of truck rally." - 

She added: “We pay high taxes too. And 
we've lived in this neighborhood a heck of a 
lot longer than they have." 

Valerio O'Connor of 40 White st., a victim 
of multiple sclerosis, sleeps in the basement 
and isn’t bothered by the noise as much as she 
is by the vibrations and smoke from the 


exhausts. “This neighborhood was a nice 
neighborhood until they came.” She says the. 
area Is located on a sand hill and the trucks 
"shake the whole hill.” 

Her two roomers, she says, “complain 
about the noise all the time waking them up.” 

Robert M. Winn of 11 Kirk st. says, “They 
wake everyone up." Mrs. Angelo Morandi of 
14 Hill st. agrees. "They do wake me up. I feel 
sorry for the man, He's in business. He has to 
make a living. But I have small children and 
it's a worry in the afternoon when they go 
back in.” 

The only person contacted by The Star who 
said she wasn’t bothered by the trucks was 
Mrs. Anthony J, Melaragni of 91 Loring ave. 
“They don’t bother anyone,” she said. 

Centre Trucking Service is owned by John 
Centrella of Wilmington, who says the firm 
has a purchase and sale agreement on a piece 
of land in North Reading and hopes to move 
the trucks there within six months, 

The move depends on favorable action in 
that town from the Board of Appeals, he said. 
Centrella said he has received no complaints 
about his trucks and he’s in no violation of the 
law. He said he sent Winchester’s town 
counsel a report on the company's actions to 
move a month ago. 

Asked if his trucks rev their engines, he 
said, "I’m not in violation of any law." 

He cited his own problems in Wilmington, 
where he built a house eight years ago only to 
end up within two years “with Route 93 in my 
backyard. I live at the most dangerous in¬ 
tersection in Wilmington. My kids can't play 
on my front lawn." 

Asked about the sign across the street 
from his house prohibiting heavy trucking on 
Woburn street, he said that's “strictly up to 
the board of selectmen. I have nothing to do 
with it." 

A court case on the matter is pending 
between residents represented by the town 
counsel and Centre Trucking. 


He said ihe sign was posted to control 
trucks operating out of a gravel operation. 
Returning to his own situation, he said his 
wife can’t hang out clothes in their yard 
because of the Tumes from Route 93. “I would 
gladly change locations anytime” (with Hill 
street residents). 

He also said he pays $10,000 a year in 
excise taxes to Winchester for his trucks, that 
he pays rent and his landlord, therefore, 
taxes, and he buys “almost everything [ can 
in Winchester” and does his banking here and 
buys his cars here. 

“No one seems concerned about the 
business that’s leaving Winchester. I Just 
want to be left alone for the next six months." 

His new location in North Reading, he 
says, is within a quarter of a mile of his house. 
“If anyone criticizes me. I’m in my own 
backyard.” 


Trains will stop for 1000 Winchester 
commuters July 31 unless Gov. Francis W. 
Sargent ^les emergency legislation to keep 
the Boston & Maine line running on an in¬ 
terim basis. 

In waht has become a yearly crisis for 
train commuters, all B&M paSsenger service 
will terminate at the end of the month when 
the present subsidy Trom the MBTA ter¬ 
minates. 

The B&M line from North Station in Boston 
through Winchester to Woburn and Lowell is 
one of several lines in the northeast quadrant 
of Metropolitan Boston now operating under a 
stop-gap monthly subsidy. The yearly con¬ 
tract expired in June. 

Following the expiration, the MBTA ad¬ 
visory board voted $450,060 to keep the lines 
running another month. 

Asked if there is a real possibility the 
trains may cease July 1, Kep. Harrison 
Chadwick (R-Winchester) said,“There is 
always that danger the trains could stop. We 
can’t eliminate it. We have had that danger 
every year for the last few years.” 

Sherman W. Soltmnrsh, the town’s MBTA 
representative, replied to the same question: 
“There is a danger if the legislature doesn’t 
appropriate the money. It could happen." He 
said he didn’t think the MBTA advisory board 
would provide for another monthly ap¬ 
propriation and agreed with Chadwick that a 
permanent solution must he found. 

The MBTA is now negotiating with B&M 
for purchase of roadbeds, signal systems and 
passenger rolling stock within the MBTA 
district. "The B&M has not been too 
cooperative," said Chadwick, a member of 
the House transportation committee. 

He did feel emergency legislation would be 
submitted by the governor to carry the B&M 
through for another year. And he was op 
tlmistic the legislature would be amenable to 
such a bill. “It looks to me as though we would 
probably have the votes in the legislature for 
one year more.” 

The rail subsidy appropriation would be 
for $7 million, he said. This figure is down 
from last year's $7.6 million because the 
MBTA has purchased the tracks of the Penn 
Central and thus no subsidy money would be 
required for that. 

Saltmarsh blamed the “so-called crisis" 
on lack of "definitive direction" by the 
legislature. He said once the yearly crisis has 
passed, then nothing happeens to effect a 
permanent solution. "It’s a very poor way to 
opera te." 

There has been no legislation filed yet, he 
said, to save the B&M beyond July 31 and “I 
don't think the MBTA is in any situation to 
take on a new appropriation for the B&M. If 
the MBTA did, it would only be on a month to 
month basis. I doubt if the MBTA would do 
it.” 

He said the advisory board last year 
refused to approve a supplemental budget to 
keep the B&M going in an attempt to force 
Sargent’s hand at providing a long-time 
solution to the problem But at the last minute 
the advisory board voted the subsidy.

Planning Board Cools It, 
Answers Residents Fears

In near 90-degree weather the Winchester 
Planning Board Monday night conducted its 
first in a series of three informational 
meetings for town meeting members and 
citizens on a new zoning by-law recom¬ 
mendation. 

The meeting, which started in the Vinson- 
Owen School gymnasium and moved to the 
school yard in search of cool air, began with a 
fiery remark from a member of the audience, 
composed mostly of people from precincts 4 
and 5, and ended with what might be termed a 
productive interplay between the Planning 
Board and those offering suggestions for 
clarification and modification of the 53-page 
proposed by-law document. 

Following a caustic question by one as to 
why the Planning Board waited until summer 
to call informational meetings, when people 
are away on vacation, and innuendo that the 
delay was all part of a devious plan, another 
member of the audience rose to tell Planning 
Board Chairman Otto Schaefer that "this 
opinion is not the one held by others at this 
meeting." 

Planning Board member Mike Boodakian 
and Schaefer both apologized for the delay in 
getting the proposed zoning by-law to the 
people but said “due to pressures and 
workload" and the fact that Planning Board 
members also have fulltime jobs, the delay 
could not be helped About 35 persons were 
present. 

Boodakian said, "This document is not 
poured in concrete," and referred to the in¬ 
formational meetings as an opportunity “to 
pul out feelers to gel information from 
citizens of the town." 

The plan is for two more informational 
meetings. Une will be held tonight al the 
Mystic School and a third July 19 at Muraco 
School. 

The Planning Board schedule calls for an 
official public hearing in late August or early 
September with a special town meeting in 
October. 

Schaefer guve a brief introduction of the 
new zoning by-law and occasionally referred 


to an earlier rejected by-law set before 
Winchester town meeting two years ago. lie 
pointed out that, except for amendments to 
the present by-law which was enacted in 1924, 
“we are dealing with a by-law of a different 
period, one that does not consider parking and 
traffic, hardly problems of those early days." 

The Planning Board passed out copies of 
the proposed by-law recommendation, which 
is divided into nine sections and includes a 
glossary of frequently used words and a 
district map. At present, the map is the same 
as the one put before town meeting two years 
ago but which will be updated showing a new 
center district before town meeting in 
October 

Schaefer explained Section I dealing with 
the establishment of districts. There are 
various definitions of residential districts, 
business districts, industrial districts and 
speciul districts. 

The residential districts are intended as 
districts primarily devoted to buildings for 
residential purposes, with only such ac¬ 
cessory buildings as will enhance those 
districts, says the proposed by-law 

There are six residential definitions which 
range from apartment houses of various 
types including midrise to single family 
dwellings, town house and garden apart¬ 
ments. There is also a cluster residential 
housing, a special feature of the plan. 
According to the Planning Hoard it “is a novel 
approach" and allows developers who are 
building in a rocky area or on difficult terrain 
in areas of at least 10 acres for medium 
density or 25 acres in low density, to include 
smaller lot sizes. This in turn gains greater 
open space and attractiveness. 

Schaefer pointed uul other reasons for a 
new zoning by-law Now there are pluces 
where the building laws and zoning by-laws 
overlap. There are ambiguities This “causes 
people to feel there is arbitrariness and in¬ 
consistency" in final decisions, he said.

There are several bills pending in the 
legislature on the situation, one to require the 
stale to pick up half of the commuter rail 
deficit It now pays 20 percent. Another would 
have the state pick up 50 percent of the MBTA 
deficit. 

Both Chadwick and Saltmarsh agreed that 
the era of railroads is returning. The 
moratorium on highway construction within 
the Route 128 area, the current ecology 
awareness, crowded streets in Boston and 
lack of parking spaces all contribute to a 
growing need for more and better railroad 
service, they said. 

“I think more and more people are 
realizing Ihe necessity of getting cars off the 
road," said Chadwick. “We have a great ally 
from the ecologist to minimize the air 
pollution menace ’’ 

Saltmarsh said there is a tendency from 
the government now to force persons to sue 
cars less and public transit more. But, he 
said. Winchester can’t handle the funding of 
the B&M alone. “It is a regional problem. The 
time is long overdue to stop handling it on a 
crisis to crisis bases."

The Board of Selectmen Monday indicated 
a desire to appoint Douglas A. Randall of 
Quincy as temporary town counsel while a 
selection committee comes up with can¬ 
didates for a permanent appointment. 

The board voted to ask its chairman, 
Arthur E. Dunbar, to contact Randall about 
accepting a temporary appointment. In the 
meantime, the board will be considering 
names for assignment on a selection com¬ 
mittee composed of "citizens removed from 
this board,” as Selectman John J. Sullivan 
put it. 

He then suggested that the "citizens’ 
committee" should use the services of two 
past selectmen, Sherman W. Saltmarsh and 
Ralph Swanson. Sullivan said the success of 
the last selection committee was attested by 
the quality of the man they recommended, 
Leonard J. Mullen.

the Planning Board when its zoning recom¬ 
mendations came up two years ago. 

He worked codifying the city ordinances of 
Medford and has a law practice in Quincy, 
much of it concerned with municipal law. 

The selectmen Monday also discussed 
conditions of Winchester Center railroad 
station. Nothing was really resolved except 
that lawyers for the Boston & Maine and the 
station owner, Richard H. Murphy, will get 
together and try and solve the problem over 
who controls what at the station. 

Murphy said one day last winter he in¬ 
stalled 18 new lightbulbs and within three 
days all were broken.

Saraco resigned because "of 
pressure from another employer in private 
industry,” said Police Chief Edward F. 
Bowler. 

The board also voted to implement 
Bowler’s recommendation on residency 
requirements for police officers. Officers 
must live in Winchester or within 10 miles of 
the town within nine months after their ap¬ 
pointment. 

The chief recommended that the town 
counsel study for clarification "the com¬ 
plicated legal question” of appointment of 
permanent officers. "On Aug. 9, 1972, I 
recommended to the board that written 
request to the director of Civil Service be 
made prior to the establishment of an eligible 
list so that the director would place the names 
of all persons residing in the town ahead of the 
name of any non-resident, "the chief wrote. 

"This provision is also in Chapter 226 of the 
Acts of 1972, but I am informed that the at¬ 
torney general has found this provision to be 
unconstitutional. It is quite obvious from a 
perusal of the current eligible list that no 
preference was given to local residents.

Park Commission 
To Investigate 
Leonard Pool 


Winchester's Park Commission will in¬ 
vestigate the possiblity of improving con¬ 
ditions at the present Leonard Pool, subject of 
a recent town meeting which voted down 
funds to build a new facility. 

According to Park Commissioner William 
T. Ryerson, the board will start Immediately 
a program or better maintenance at the pool 
and will look into the possibility of installing a 
filtration system to keep the water clean. 

The Leonard Pool Study Committee, which 
made the request at town meeting for $262,000 
to rebuild the present bathhouse and con¬ 
struct a modern artificial pool, will be asked 
to assist the Park Commission, 

Ryerson said the commission would 
benefit from the committee's months of 
study. “It will be up to the Park Department 
to take any action now,” Ryerson said. 

The commission is discussing the 
possibility of draining the man-made pool 
between Washington and Cross streets at the 
end of the swimming season to clean it "and 
see what’s there.” Ryerson said the pool has 
plenty of water and "is In good shape.” 

He said, however, the Park Department 
can’t do anything major because its budget 
was cut back $40,000. Any major ap¬ 
propriation, such as for a filtration system, 
would have to be appropriated by town 
meeting. 

There is a chance the commission could 
come before the special town meeting 


planned for October for improvements 
money The commissioners will be discussing 
such things as general facilities, parking lot, 
dam, plumbing and enlarging the bathhouse, 
which was burned several years ago by 
vandals. 

There is no cstimnte yet on how much the 
project would cost. "1 would guess wo’re 
talking under $50,000,” Ryerson said, pointing 
out that It’s much too soon to give a definite 
money figure. The commission will in¬ 
vestigate a pool in Lexington, similar to 
Leonard, which was rebuilt several years 
ago.

May, after surrendering to the FBI in Boston, 
that he had never been to Wounded Knee, and 
that he felt giving food to starving persons 
w»as not a crime. 

Levin, who at that time was on leave from 
Medical Aid to Indochina, a voluntary effort 
lo send medical supplies to bombed areas in 
Indochina, was one of seven so-called con¬ 
spirators named in the FBI complaint 
charging violation of the federal anti-riot law 
and conspiracy 

Levin claims all he did was ask friends to 
help Out barricaded Indians by sending 
money loi food.

Abortions Disrussed 
At Public Meeting

Every organ of an unborn child has been 
formed eight weeks after conception, the 
chairman of the Woburn chapter of 
Massachusetts Citizens for Life told a public 
meeting Monday night at Winchester Public 
Library. 

Richard Allen also told the 50 persons 
attending the presentation on abortion: “We 
are for life.” The public meeting was one of 
two recent meetings at the library sponsored 
by Massachusetts Citizens for Life (MCFL). 

MCFL is a non-partisan, non-sectarian, 
non-profit organization which takes the stand 
of “no abortion, under any circumstances, for 
any reason." 

The presentation consisted of a slide show 
and open discussion of the iBsue. Slides 
illustrated various stages of development of a 
child from conception. MCFL supports the 
belief that at the moment of conception a 
human life begins and, during pregnancy, 
develops. 

“Within 18 days the human heart begins to 
beat and within *ight weeks every organ of 
the child has been formed,” said Allen. 

The Supreme Court in January ruled that 
no slate can prohibit any mother from having 
an abortion when needed to protect the life or 
health of the mother. However, the decision 
does not compel any hospital to perform an 
abortion. In Massachusetts, Sargent has just 
signed a “conscience bill" which states that a 
person or any institution may refuse to 
perform an abortion for moral reasons or 
religious convictions MCFL supported this 
bill. 

A hospital such as Winchester Hospital, as 
a private organization, need not perform 
abortions. Among the hospitals in the state 
performing abortions are Boston City 
Hospital and Beth Israel, while Mass. 
General and Ml. Auburn have chosen not to. 

An open discussion followed the slide 
presentation as well as distribution of 
pamphlets with facts concerning abortions.

Dukakis Most Self-Confident 
Of Three Men In The Race

with the realities or today’s suburban living. 

He feels that commuter rail service should 
be organized along the lines of the federal 
Amlrack system with the directors of the 
organization directly responsible to the 
governor. With new rolling stock and im¬ 
provements In roadbed, Dukakis says good 
commuter rail service can be maintained 
debt-free. He thinks the same could be true of 
the MBTA system once major capital ex¬ 
penditures have been made. 

He also agrees with Winchester’s stale 
representative, Harrison Chadwick, that 
communities could develop some cooperative 
plan with private bus lines to provide transit 
service. However, de does not believe that 
such a system could be operative on a large 
scale. 


Mike Dukakis is the legislative equivalent 
of football's lonesome end. He is independent, 
intelligent and fully capable of carrying the 
football of political reform by himself. 

Dukakis is easily the most self-confident of 
the three men In the running for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination. He 
does not hesitate to state his position on 
issues, and his mannerisms makeft clear that 
he believes strongly in the rightness of his 
various causes. 

“The job of state government is eminently 
do-able," Dukakis told us with a self¬ 
assuredness' that many politicians have not 
been able to muster recently. 

While the 40-year-old Dukakis is identified 
with the liberal wing of the Democratic 
Party, he did not support George McGovern 
in the prenomination battle for the 
Presidency. He ran unsuccessfully as a 
Muskie delegate to the Miami convention- 
aligning himself with other Massachusetts 
politicians who underestimated the support 
for the South Dakota senator. 

After serving eight years in the state 
legislature, he gained some impressive 
credentials as a thoughtful and far-sighted 
advocate for much-needed changes in 
transportation, insurance and housing 
policies. His vigorous efforts to pass no-fault 
insurance were overlooked during his 1970 
battle for lieutenant-governor when other 
politicians began taking credit for the new 
ligislation. 

Since the defeat of the Democratic ticket 
that year, Dukakis has not held political of¬ 
fice; but his visible efforts in leading a Nader- 
type investigative team and his role as 
moderator of television’s “The Advocates” 
have kept him in the public eye. His visibility 
was attested in a poll conducted in March of 
this year showing him five percentage points 
ahead of Gov. Sargent in popularity among 
voters. 

There are few political observers who 
discount his bid for the governor’s chair in 
1974. He is an effective organizer, a hard 
campaigner, and an attractive candidate for 
liberals, moderates and some conservatives 
who are becoming disillusioned with in¬ 
cumbent office-holders of both parties. 

Mike Dukakis has clearly shown his 
statewide political clout. His easy capture of 
the lieutenant-governor’s nomination in 
1970—at the convention and in the September 
primary—reflects his ability to put together a 
diverse ideological political package, 

Governor and the Race 

Even at this point in the race for the 
“corner office,” Dukakis is optimistic about 
his chances of success. “I think I’m going to 
win this nomination and win it decisively,” he 
told us. “I feel so very good about this thing at 
this stage in the game. The governor is 
clearly beatable.” 

In his tests of the muddy political waters, 
the Harvard-trained attorney has sensed that 
there is “no automatic loyalty for anyone.” 
He mentioned that he is picking up support 
from people that did not support him in 1970 

He feels that people's negative attitudes 
about state government should help his 
candidacy. “One of the big problems is the 
increasing alienation between the State 
House and the people it’s supposed lo be 
serving.” He regards his style of cam¬ 
paigning as a means of eliminating this kind 
of alienation. 

During the course of his campaign, he 
hopes to organize every community In the 
slate so that every voter will be personally 
contacted by a Dukakis volunteer. This effort 
will get hiB message across to voters and 
provide a channel of communication from 
people back to the candidate. 

He intends to emphasize his philosophical 
differences with the governor rather than 
taking aim at the chief executive’s per¬ 


sonality. “We don’t want anyone knocking the 
opposing candidates.” he commented at one 
of his campaign meetings. “A positive 
campaign will win friends.” 

But what about the governor and his 
leadership? “His administration is not ef¬ 
fective, and it is getting less so every day. 
Even some of his department heads aren't 
ready for the reorganization he calls for. 
People generally like the governor on jfer- 
sonal,grounds, but not on issues.” 

Budget and Poeketbouk 

If Mike Dukakis is going to have a fighting 
chance in the governor’s race, he is going ta 
have to assure the electorate that hia 
leadership can bring about efficienceis in 
slate government. Liberal candidates will 
have only a limited appeal by calling for new 
programs. No one is more aware of this voter 
attitude than Dukakis. 

He insists that the slate can be run more 
effectively, and he thinks that he will be able 
to bring about some important changes. 
“There is a need for budget priorities. We 
need to shift revenues from some programs lo 
others. A good example is the gasoline lax,” 
he asserts. It raises $160 million a year. Every 
dime could be given to cities and towns for 
local aid lo roads without a change in the 
constitution. $130 million is spent by cities and 
towns for programs related to roads. The 
highway fund is the defense budget of state 
government, he maintains. 

“Private, nonprofit groups can provide 
human services more successfully than the 
state can. The state should, of course, do 
administrative reviews, but it cannot provide 
quality services in these areas.” 

Dukakis cites problems in the Division of 
Child Guardianship as an example of the 
Commonwealth’s inability to provide good 
social services. “The division is not placing 
adoptable children with parents who want 
them 

“The deinstitutionalization of the 
Department of Youth Services has. on the 
other hand, produced a 25 percent reduction 
in the budget. Private groups are providing a 
majority of the necessary services for the 
Department. 

“Deinstitutionalization of mental health— 
with private sources contracting for care- 
could save 40 percent. New England Village, 
a private facility for the mentally retarded, 
costs $5,500 per person whereas state care 
costs $9000 per person. We could make use of 
existing community resources as well os 
more volunteers to help the retarded and kids 
in trouble.” 

Budget changes can be politically ex¬ 
plosive, however. Various interest groups 
pressure legislators and the governor to 
maintain the status quo. bul Dukakis feels 
such changes are feasible. 

“The Legislature is prepared to accept 
such changes, particularly when they can be 
accompanied by budget reductions. State 
employees who are adversely affected by 
such changes can be offered alternatives 

Balanced Transportation 

Besides no-fault auto insurance, there is no 
other issue that Mike Dukakis is more 
identified with than transportation. He has 
written numerous articles and spoken on 
several different occasions in behalf of belter 
mass transportation 

His position on highways is very clear. 
“I’m against the further extension of high¬ 
ways inside 12 B. That includes tunnels, etc 
The slate should devote its time, energ> and 
resources toward building a first-rate mass 
transit system.” 

Dukakis suggests planning for such a 
system should revolve around existing 
community facilities, employment op¬ 
portunities and populalion centers. The 
present system, he implies, does not mesh

Housing in Suburbia 

The increasing controversy over the anti¬ 
snob zoning law will have an impact on the 
1974 elections. Dukakis' candidacy, which 
must rely heavily on suburban voters, may be 
threatened by his support for suburban in¬ 
volvement in the solution of urban housing 
problems. Nevertheless, he stands firm on 
this issue. 

“The suburbs must begin to participate in 
solving housing problems. The reason that the 
’ law has not achieved much is the the present 
administration has not done much to im¬ 
plement it." 

He suggests that the Supreme Judicial 
Court's decision has clarified the zoning law 
and eliminated the need for amendments to 
the legislation. “The safeguards in the bill are 
fairly tight,” he told us. 

Police Presence Necessary 

Many liberal politicians have until 
recently avoided the issue of crime. A stand 
on “law and order” was taken by many as 
insensitivity to the problems of the urban 
poor. Very often innuendos about race 
relations entered into discussions on law 
enforcement. 

Dukakis lakes the issue of street crime 
seriously and suggests that more policemen 
and better street lighting are effective short¬ 
term measures to reduce street crime. In the 
long range, he points out. improvements must 
be made in apprehending criminals. "Cer¬ 
tainty of apprehension is essential. That 
doesn’t exist anymore There is no police 
presence.” He regards policemen on the beat 
as an essential requisite to curbing 
lawlessness. He also believes that com¬ 
munity-sponsored patrols—especially In 
bousing projects—fire successful in deterring 
criminality. 

A Look Ahead 

Political prognostication is as tenuous a 
profession as weather forecasting. No one can 
envision what the mood of the electorate will 
be in 1974.

The future of Mike Dukakis' bid for office 
depends on serveral factors. If he is suc¬ 
cessful in winning the nomination of his party, 
he must unify the Democrats by election day. 

This process has been difficult in the past. 

He must face an incumbent governor still 
very popular despite some recent adverse 
publicity. And he must convince voters that 
his liberal leanings do not mean a bigger bite 
out of their weekly paychekcs. But his clean 
image, his organizational abilities and his 
talent at getting his point across all make him 
a candidate to be reckoned with in 1974.

Town Counsel Lenny Mullen, who died last 
week, was a quiet-spoken man who had few, if 
any, detractors. For one occupying such a 
politically hot spot as attorney to the Board of 
Selectmen and various town boards, it was 
remarkable how he kept his solid calm. 

Patient and sincere, he was ever forth¬ 
right and cooperative. He was held in great 
respect by his peers. He was chosen town 
counsel after a search by a selection com¬ 
mittee. 

“One of the selection committee stated to 
this board that when they selected Lenny they 
found gold. And 1 agree with them,” said 
selectmen chairman Arthur E. Dunbar this 
week. 

And Rev. Robert Storer in his eulogy 
quoted these lines of John Holmes: 

"Death this year has taken men whose 
kind we shall not see again. 

Pride and skill and friendliness, wisdom 
and delight 

and shining still but shining less 

and clouded to the common sight. 

Time will show them clear again; time will 
give us other men 

with names to write in burning gold when 
they are great and we are old. 

But those were royal-hearted, rare. 

Memory keeps with loving care deeds they 
did and tales they told. 

But living men are hard to spare." 


The Board of Selectmen controls eight 
houses around town. Some of them are in need 
of repair, and one of them should probably 
come down, advises executive secretary Ed 
Donnelly. 

As these houses are vacated by tenants 
maybe they should be bought by the Win¬ 
chester Housing Authority for use as elderly 
housing. WHA is desperate for elderly 
housing units, citing an acute need for them in 
Winchester. 

The authority is now culling over the 500 
applications it received for the 52 units to be 
opened when the Palmer st. elderly complex 
opens. That still will leave 44B requests. 
Certainly the eight selectmen houses could 
only take care of a few of these. 

But this might be a start toward a new 
concept in elderly housing—a scattered site 
approach.

Mary Murphy, the chairman of WHA. 
has been paying from her own pocketbook for 
three years the cost of photostating 
documents for the members of the authority. 
When the other members heard about this 
Monday, they immediately voted her a petty 
cash allowance of $100, $50 of it for a photostat 
fund. Mary protested that she didn't mind the 
expense but the members insisted. 

The authority also voted $3000 in salary for 
the hiring of a part-time executive director 
beginning in September. With a semi-promise 
recently from the School Committee to turn 
over Lincoln School to the town, it sounds like 
WHA is now ready to begin pushing for more 
housing for the elderly, an area Winchester 
has long neglected.

New civil service legislation repeals 
minimum height requirements of police of¬ 
ficers unless their appointing authorities 
establish such requirements and notify the 
civil service of them. 

The new legislation provides that 
minimum height cannot exceed five feel six 
inches. The present height requirement in 
Winchester is five feet seven inches. In 
requesting the Board of Selectmen this week 
to set the new height requirement at five feet 
six inches, Chief Edwurd F. Bowler wrote: 

“Unless Ihe board acts lo set the minimum 
height (at five feet six inches) we could get 
an eligible list of midgets." 


The selectmen expressed pleasure this 
week that the Highway Department has fixed 
up the old precinct notice boards around 
town, including the one on the Common used 
recently by the Winchester Environmental 
Protection Association in its anti-litter 
campaign.

Regarding enforcement of the present by¬ 
law, he said “there are gross, flagrant and 
consistent violations," and the new by-law 
will provide consistency of action. 

In addition, offstreet parking is not 
touched upon in the old law. This is something 
that has to be dealt with, the Planning Board 
members agree. But the way things now 
stand “it is unrealistic and unworkable to 
require offstreet parking,” Schaefer said. 
There just isn’t enough room. The community 
must recognize that it needs to provide off¬ 
street parking, he stated. 

The other eight sections of the new zoning 
by-law deal with application of district 
regulations, non-conforming lots and uses of 
land, use regulations, supplementary district 
regulations, off-street parking and loading 
requirements including automotive service 
regulations, administration and enforcement, 
and definitions, Each of these sections was 
the focus of one of the Planning Board 
members. 

Concerning the use section, Mike 
Boodakian drew attention to a six-page chart 
dealing with various uses and structures to be 
permitted in Winchester. The chart, 
Boodakian says, was drawn up’“so a laymen 
can understand and leaves no room for error” 
as to what can or cannot be accomplished. 

He spoke of an ad hoc committee to review 
the center situation, which is not to be dealt 
with in this particular zoning by-law. “We are 
divorcing this issue from the rest of the by¬ 
law,” he said. At present, boundaries for the 
center district are not firm but are expected 
to be ready for town meeting. 

Speaking about supplementary 
regulations, Gnnson Taggart pointed out that 
the new by-law requires minimum lot areas 
for certain districts. Standardization makes it 
easier for people to determine dimensional 
requirements, he said. He spoke about 
clusters, and buffer zone requirements of 5U 
feet, 

Planned residential districts, requiring 
special permits, drew questions of the 
audience. This section of the by-law says: 

“In order to permit maximum flexibility 
in employing the latest techniques for 
developing and for multiple farm;., dwelling 
units, tracts of land consisting of 25 acres or 


more within the RSA-20 (single-family A 
residential districts) district and 10 acres or 
more in the RSB-10 (single-family B 
residential districts) district may be rezoned 
by the Winchester town meeting for a planned 
residential district with maximum densities 
of six dwelling units and 12 bedrooms per 
acre. 

“To afford the Town of Winchester ample 
assurance that such developments will not 
tend to downgrade the amenities of the neigh¬ 
borhoods in which they occur, or of the town 
as a whole, and to insure that objectionable 
congestion and density of traffic is not 
created, a planned residential development 
may only be constructed after rezoning under 
a special permit granted by the Board of 
Appeals as hereinafter defined and limited.” 

Taggart explained the reference to 
numbers of acres and dwelling units and 
bedrooms were to control the density. He 
noted the same 50-foot buffer zone would be 
adhered to here, 

Joseph Geary Jr. of the Planning Board 
reviewed the parking and loading 
requirements and automotive regulations 
section of the by-law proposal. Objectives are 
to “attempt to keep aesthetic value,” along 
with giving attention to space sizes, accesses 
to buildings, noise, designing and defining 
gasoline service stations and outdoor 
automobile rental, sales and storage 
facilities. 

Holland spoke of a zoning administrator, 
called for in the new zoning by-law. At present 
the zoning administrator is the building 
commissioner, It will be up to the Board of 
Selectmen to determine if a new person will 
fill this job or if the work will become a part of 
the building commissioner’s work, Holland 
noted, 

This led to discussion on whether or not a 
town has the right to elect members to its 
Board of Appeals or must members be ap¬ 
pointed by selectmen. Burt Ketehum, 
Planning Board consultant, responded by 
saying the zoning enabling act spells this out. 
They are to be appointed, he said. 

In conclusion Schaefer thanked those in 
attendance for their interest and for raising 
specific questions which will he reevaluated 
for inclusion in the proposal. He said if anyone 
has further questions or suggestions, to 
contact the Planning Board k preferably in 
writing, so they might consider remarks for 
better understanding of the by-law

Max-Ed Sends Students 
Into Loeal Businesses 


Mrs, Diane I,. I Joel Idler has been elected 
by the School Committee to be Ihe new Max- 
Ed coordinator. She will also act as a senior 
high school counselor. 

Mrs. Boettcher holds a BA degree from the 
State University of New York at Buffalo and 
an M A degree from New York University. She 
taught math for two years in Boxford and 
served for two years in Gardner as a guidance 
counselor. 

In anticipation of continuing Winchester’s 
Max-Ed program at the high school for the 
school year 1973-74 and sending an outline of 
the program to the state, Vincent E. Larocco, 
principal, informed the School Committee of 
the program results by the Max-Ed Advisory 
Committee, a group of parents, students and 
faculty members. 

The program unanimously approved by 
• the School Committee includes a new course 
in ecology. This course developed by Win¬ 
chester Trails will focus on water and use the 
local ponds and the Aberjona River as 
resource bodies. 

The Max-Ed program was begun in 
Winchester 2‘* years ago. It offers a variety 
of specialized courses in which one or several 
students are selected as participants. Juniors 
and seniors are eligible to apply immediately 
in the fall; sophomores after the first 
marking period. Selection is based on grades, 
attendance and teacher approval. 

Metro Education 

In addition to the new ecology course, a 
political science unit called "Metro: Today & 
Tomorrow,’ 1 offering 2w credits to one 
Winchester senior, will be offered. 


This senior will enter field study witli 
about 40 other high school seniors from 10 
Greater Boston school systems and will look 
into futuristics and decision making with 
respect 'o improving the quality or life in 
America today and tomorrow. 

Offered by the Lincoln Filene Center for 
Citizenship and Public Affairs at Tufts 
University and directed by John S. Gibson, 
center director, students will learn to ap¬ 
praise through many kinds of Indicators and 
case studies how current problems affect 
Greater Boston and how they relate to the 
quality of life of those involved. 

Problem areas to be covered include 
governing, with case studies in taxes; 
transportation, with studies on the inner belt; 
education, reading scores; crime, corrup¬ 
tion; health, Boston Hospital; urban renewal, 
Park Square; housing, Columbia Point; 
multiculturc, recruitment; economy, 
stagnation; ecology, EPA & ’75; metro, racial 
balance; and culture, bicentennial. 

Hospital Studies 

Winchester Hospital will be the learning 
center for several of the additional Max-Ed 
courses offering 2>2 credits each. Mrs. Phyllis 
R. Hollingshead will be learning coordinator. 

One student will be selected for pharmacy 
field work three afternoons a week with an 
opportunity to observe distribution and uses 
of drugs, therapeutic effects of drugs and 
drug laws. Also, the student will become 
acquainted with the educational opportunities 
in pharmacy. 

Four students will meet at the continuing 
care unit on Swanton st. as observer volun¬ 


teers in Ihe hospital's physical therapy 
department 

Twice a week three more students will 
work with the laboratory staff as volunteer 
learners. They will gain new knowledge of 
routine tests in hcmotolngy, chemistry and 
clinical microscopy, venipunctures and 
record keeping. 

And two students will meet on Mondays 
and Fridays as central service department 
volunteers in a course of study expected to 
provide sufficient formal and practical 
training to become a central service 
technician. Students should come away from 
this course with a new awareness of positions 
and responsibilities within a hospital, a 
description of the use and meaning of hospital 
terminology, and general knowledge of the 
transmission of disease, sterilization 
procedures and the control and processing of 
requisitions. They will also have been in¬ 
volved in caring and cleaning equipment, 
processing specialty trays, preparing linen 
and linen packs, and have learned of the 
principle types and methods of sterilization 
and external solutions. 

Florist Interns 

Another course will take about five 
students to Mahoney’s Rocky Ledge Farm 
where they will learn the florist business. Ron 
Schmidt of Mahoney's staff, under the 
director of Charles Mahoney, wilt be coor¬ 
dinator. 

Students will become acquainted with 
nursery stock retailing, general 
management, retailing, and planting. Also 
included will be propagation, repotting, plant 
identification, plant care, fertilizers and 
insecticides and merchandising of indoor 
plants With student participation, Schmidt 
will give demonstrations of flower arranging. 
This course will offer 2 1 i credits. 

Elementary School Aides 

Elementary school aides will be taught by 
Dr. Clare Corcoran at the Vinson-Owen 


School This program, which offers 2' a 
credits to participants, is expected to interest 
students in careers available in elementary 
education and to give such students an op¬ 
portunity to observe and work with 
elementary teachers. The course offers 
several options using both the existing school 
facilities and the community as resources 
Police Science 

Finally a police science course, giving 
students an intimate view of law enforcement 
in the community, will be given. Students will 
see how police officers conduct their work, 
make decisions and investigate evidence. 
They will view the routine of traffic control 
through a budget review, and will look at the 
corrections and court systems. Field tripe 
and class discussions are an integral part ol 
this course which offers 2 l 4 credits to par¬ 
ticipants. 

The Max-Ed program was designed to 
provide students with alternatives to regular 
classroom activity. It is based on the concept 
that students can wisely use free time both in 
the school and out in the community. It 
presumes that students can learn to make 
decisions and accept the responsibility for 
those decisions.

Strives For More Town News

Many residents may not be aware of it, but 
the town has Its own radio station. 

WHSH-FM broadcast the recent session of 
the special town meeting, as it broadcasts all 
of the town meetings in Winchester, as well as 
sports events, community news and in¬ 
dividual programs prepared by the station 
staff. 

The stalion-at 91.9 megahertz on the FM 
dial—has been operating for 18 years. It 
began under the direction of the late Thomas 
Morse, head of the audio-visual department 
at Winchester High School. 

WHSR is a student-run, educational « 
station. Off the air for the summer, the staff 
returned to the controls two weeks ago in 
order to bring listeners the live transmission 
of the town meeting proceedings over an 
appropriation request to rebuild Leonard 
Pool. 

The station will resume broadcasting in 
the fall under the management of student 
John Sutherland. This year’s manager, 
Andrew Twomey, has graduated from WHS. 

The staff provides the public with three 
afternoons a week of programs ranging from 


panies. working on publicity to increase the 
listening audience and improving the quality 
of the station to better serve the community. 
Although at this time the staff does not have a 
count on listeners, they would hope to in¬ 
crease the number. The staff plans on con¬ 
ducting a survey in the fall. 

Last year’s station manager Andy 
Twomey recently headed a campaign drive to 
get funds for a news teletype machine. He 
feels the machine would be "an asset to the 
station and of great educational value to the 
students of the high school and residents of 
the town." 

His drive was unsuccessful because he 
lacked enough signatures when he went 
before the Board of Selectman for a request to 
put in an article for the special meeting for 
financing for the teletype. 

He went to the board with the hundred 
necessary signatures but 23 of the names 
were improperly signed. In a sense it was a 
battle won, however, because a resident of the 
community recognized his effort and donated 
a teletype to the station. 

The station has come a long way since its 
start in 1954 by a donation of equipment from

W inchester Banker 

Bank Used To Keep Money 
In Post Office, Police Station 


Eighty years ago a Winchester bank, 
founded by a group of local businessmen, 
carried on business once a week in a room 
over the present Child's on Mt. Vernon st. 
After a few hours of business, the bank’s 
money was taken to the police station or the 
post office for safe keeping, At that time 
Winchester Cooperative Bank did not have a 
safe. 

Today the bank’s assets for the year en¬ 
ding Oct. 2. 1972, totaled $13,959,462.67. The 
bank moved into its present site on Church st. 
in 1931. 

George Billman, treasurer and executive 
officer of the bank, says at Winchester 
Cooperative Bank "we encourage people to 
save money, we lend money to shareholders 
and we act as a building and loan 
association." 

Among the services at Winchester 
Cooperative Bank are daily interest accounts, 
term deposit accounts, various kinds of 
savings accounts, mortgage loans, home 
improvement loans, bank-by-mail, personal 
money orders and traveler's checks. 

At the Winchester Cooperative Bank a 
person can obtain a two-year term certificate 
at C percent; or a one-year term certificate at 
5 3 » percent interest. 

BiNman began in the banking business 
after graduating from Harvard University in 
1940 by going to work for ihe Workingmen's 
Cooperative Bank in Boston. He is a graduate 
of Winchester High School and Phillips 
Exeter Academy, Exeter, N.H. 

During World War II, Billman served with 
the Air Force in intelligence for four years 
spending 2 1 2 years of his duty in the European 
theatre of operation. He was a sergeant, 

During The Star interview he recalled his 
final meeting with some of his Air Force 
associates. They were in Belgium and 10 of 
the men who spoke French, BiII/i..ki among 
them, planned the farewell. While in Paris, 
Billman had become friends with the son of a 
famous champagne manufacturer and 
through this connection champagne was 
available for the party, Through the years 
Billman has kept in correspondence with the 
Frenchman, whose country home had been 
part of the Ninth Air Force headquarters. 

Chief Warns On 
Gasoline Storage 

Winchester Fire Chief I. Francis Amico 
issued a warning this week against storage of 
gasoline in residences. 

As a result of the gasoline shortage and 
fear of rationing, the chief said, "people are 
storing gasoline in their homes illegally." 
They're putting the gasoline in all types of 
containers, he said, in violation of the law. 
and are creating a danger. 

Amico advised residents to store only as 
much gasoline as is needed to run power 
mowers and snow blowers "and then only up 
to a quart,'’ 

He quoted stale law which sets for the 
maximum amount of volatile fuel that may be 
kept in buildings used for habitation The law 
allows only one quart in an approved safety 
can and one gallon in an approved can within 
50 feet of a building used Tor habitation, unless 
a permit has been obtained from the head of 
the fire department,

classical music to rock music. The students 
prepare their own shows, signing up in ad¬ 
vance at the station for one-hour slots. The 
station begins programming at 1:30 in the 
afternoon, running until 7:30 in the evening, 
except when broadcasting ends at 9. 

Manager John Sutherland feels next year, 
"The quality of the station will be nothing but 
excellent." He sees this happening by in 
volving more people with the station who will 
report local news for a daily show and by 
more pro-shoe planning. 

Currently the station receives promotional 
records from two companies. Sutherland 
would like this to increase because the station 
is unable to provide students with enough 
records for programs. 

As a result, records used belong to 
students. With a larger staff the station could 
involve people in writing to record com- 


the Winchster Rotary Club. The new high 
school station facilities are equipped with two 
turn tables, a console, a remote transmitter 
donated by radio station WBZ, several 
microphones for town meeting and probably 
the teletype for this year. 

John has a great many ideas and is full of 
enthusiasm. He’s interested in com¬ 
munications and considers WHSR a "sidekick 
career” but takes it seriously. 

His hopes for next year include on-the- 
street interviews, more community news and 
coverage of School Committee, Board of 
Selectman and precinct meetings. 

The possibilities are limited only by 
manpower requirements. Up to this point the 
staff for next year consists of two co- 
engineers and 20 other students to be involved 
in broadcasting, record librarian positions, 
preparing for shows and other capacities.

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Students Help Teachers Learn As 
They Teach Students At Workshop

Last week 15 seventh and eighth grade 
students from Lynch and McCall Junior High 
Schools were paid $12 each to participate in 
an experimental teaching learning workshop 
Involving 26 Winchester teachers. The 
workshop was held at Winchester High 
School. 

According to Walter Gleason, assistant 
superintendent for curriculum and in¬ 
struction In the Winchester school system, the 
workshop was a preparedness effort in a 
series of study conducted since school ended 
this spring and which continues throughout 
the school year. 

The four-day workshop offered par¬ 
ticipating teachers two primary op¬ 
portunities: to try out new materials and to 
make adjustments and modifications in 
curriculum and teaching approaches before 
fall. 

Gleason explains that some of the . new 
material was designed by Winchester’s 
educators; some of it is commercial All of it 
contains learning activities which he 
describes as “self-instructive.’ 1 

Pointing to stacks of coded boxes, he ex¬ 
plains each package includes audio-visual 
components. A list of subject matter of each 
of the 61 packages gives teachers an op¬ 
portunity to pick and choose according to 
special interests or weaknesses. Some of the 
titles include: “Characteristics of an Audio 
Tutorial Lesson,” "What Does Mediated 
Instruction Look Like?” “Identifying Parts of 
Behavioral Objectives” and “How To Write 
Goals.” 

According to Gleason, this is the fourth 
summer that Winchester’s school system has 
"conducted a training and preparedness 
program of this scope. Previous workshops 
anteceded open classrooms at the Muraco 
and Ambrose Schools and also the opening of 
the new high school which Gleason describes 
as “the smoothest” he’s seen. 

This year’s workshop focused on the junior 


high level. Participating teachers worked in 
teams according to subject. In between 
teaching in the classroom setting, teachers 
were behind the scenes in rooms throughout 
the high school putting together curriculum 
for the fall programs. 

Gleason explains that the five major 
groups of the readiness program are physical 
education, industrial arts, guidance, reading, 
and testing and skills sequences “for a more 
diagnostic prescriptive” kind of approach to 
students. 

He says four teachers put together a 
physical education program for pupils in 
grades 4-6. 

There are two groups working in the in¬ 
dustrial arts area. 

There is a group of four from the guidance 
department preparing for heterogeneous 
education, a new requirement of the state 
next year. 

There are four reading teachers revising 
the reading program for the elementary level 
in Winchester. 

Gleason says participating students were 
selected to cover a range of ability and at¬ 
titude toward school. There was a balance 
between grades 7 and 8 and boys and girls. 

Participants from Lynch were : Grade B~ 
Elizabeth Black, Richard Champoux, Dennis 
Connolly, Mark Hammond, Sarah Vitka and 
Martha Kinton. Grade 7 - Margaret Rae, 

Students from McCall were: Grade 8-- 
Robert Blasi, Patricia A. Hicks, Audrey 
Mortenson and John Murphy. Grade 7- 
Thomas Errico, Maura McGeoghean, Dana 
Mountain and Robert H. Torriere. 

A feature of the workshop was its use of 
audio and visual equipment. Through the use 
of television and, of course, the knowledge of 
students, teachers in another part «t the 
building observed students being taught by 
another teacher or in a student group 
discussion. 

Also, as students attempted to solve a 


problem, teachers monitored their open 
discussion while it was in progress pr at a 
later time listened to a tape of their 
discussion. Both of these methods helped 
teachers see what went wrong when a 
problem was not solved. 

Gleason says, “We can specify skills till 
the cows come home but unless we know If 
they are working it’s no good.” He explains 
the goal of the science and math teacehers is 
to look to “the logical approach to problem 
solving.” From kindergarten through grade 
12 we seek to see “which skills will emerge 
and to what degree and at each level.” 

All the while the teaching segment of the 
workshop was going on, teachers were 
engaged in putting curriculum together in 
various parts of the second and third floors at 
the high school. Some of their work involved 
incorporating findings of the experimental 
workshop. Other work was putting the wide 
variety of available materials in order 
through catalog or chart form for easy un¬ 
derstanding and accessibility for all teachers. 

A quick tour showed teachers working on 
science, math, reading, foreign languages 
and social studies.

The question in this hand is who is going to 
be declarer and in what suit. 

It is probably safe to assume West will 
pass. North will bid ID and East may bid 3H 
even though he is vulnerable. If East is 
doubted at 3H, which is a good double by 
South if his side does not have slam, then 
North-South should set Ihe contract three 
tricks unless South is end-played and has to 
lead away from his heart holding. In that case 
North-South should score at least 500 points, 
whiqh is more than they can make at game 
nnnvulnerable. 

If East bids IH, then South will bid lS; 
North may bid clubs and rebid his diamonds; 
South should rebid his spades. North then will 
have to decide on whether to play the game in 
spades or diamonds. 

The Queen of spades and the Ace of clubs 
and Ace and King of diamonds 9hould be 
useful to South in spades. Hearts, however, 
may be a problem, and It may be safer to play 
in 5D, even opposite a void, Both 5S and 5D 
can be made, but 5S produces the better 
score.

Juliet Foskett of Boston is making a 
Winchester comeback in the leading comedy 
role of Josefa Lantenay, a maid in a wealthy 
French banker’s home and prime suspect in 
the murder of the chauffeur. Josefa gives 
ample opportunity for an actress to "let out 
all the stops,” Miss Foskett commented. 

A native of Kent. England, Miss Foskett 
spent her first 12 years there studying 
dramatics from the age of nine In 1960 her 
family came to Boston, moving to Winchester 
in 1962 where the entire family became 
associated with the Parish Players. 

Miss Foskett was graduated from Win¬ 
chester High School and has worked with 
many groups in the metropolitan Boston area, 
including the Parish Players, the Unitarian 
Players, the Arlington Friends of the Drama, 
Peoples Theatre of Cambridge and the MIT 
Community Players. 

She most recently appeared in the 
Footlighters production of ”The Fantastics” 
which was an entry in the New England 
Theatre Conference competition at Brandeis 
University in May.

The old Lincoln School on Westley st. is on 
the minds of many Winchester officials these 
days. 

The Board of Selectmen, which expects to 
receive the building when it is released by 
the School Committee is asking the Council 
on Aging, the Winchester Housing Authority, 
and any other group interested in the building 
to immediately submit reports on why they 
want the school and what they want to use it 
for. 

The Winchester Housing Authority is in¬ 
terested in using the site for elderly housing. 

Earlier the Recreation Department ex¬ 
pressed a desire to have the school, but 
recently withdrew in favor of WHA. 

Rumor had it that the School Committee 
had unannounced plans for the building and 
wanted to use if for a regional resource 
center. 

To substantiate or quell the rumor The 
Star contacted School Committee members 
for reaction and asked for their thoughts on 
the future use of the school. All School 
Committee members were contacted with the 
exception of Mrs. Harriett Dieterich, 
chairman, who is away on vacation. 

Stephen Parkhurst, who suggested at the 
last School Committee meeting that the 
committee hold onto the school until it is 
certain it would not be needed in the fall in the 
event the new McCall and new Lincoln 
Schools are not ready, said the rumor was 
"completely untrue." He notes the Lincoln 


Hospitals Join 
Association To 
Halt Increases 


Winchester Hospital has joined a regional 
organization with 10 other hospitals In this 
area in what Is believed will halt the rising 
costs of medical and health care. 

The agency, to be known as the West 
Suburban Hospital Assn., has been meeting 
Informally for the past seven years. The 
group plans to share resources, equipment 
and facilities and to coordinate hospital 
planning and activities. 

Albert S. Deane Jr., executive vice- 
president of Framingham Union Hospital, 
who heads the agency, says his group does not 
expect to cut medical costs, merely to 
minimize increases. 

In announcing the organization, It was 
noted that a Kellog grant has been awarded 
for an educational and training director, and 
.in-service training of nurses, technicians and 
non-professional employees. 

Among the coordinated activities will be a 
master list of each hospital's supplies for use 
in emergencies, and a master list for com¬ 
parison in quality and cost of purchases. 

It is expected that funds from the National 
Library of Medicine will go toward 
a regional system of libraries, financial and 
statistical data, of shared computer ser¬ 
vices, maintenance contracts, and con¬ 
solidation of pools ot secretarial and clerical 
services for special needs. 

According to the vice-president of the 
Massachusetts Hospital Assn., Joel Davidson, 
this association is the only one of its kind with 
such great goals. 

Membership in the organization will 
consist of administrators, trustees and 
physicians from each of the hospitals who will 
attend monthly meetings at Framingham 
Union Hospital. 

Included In the organization are 
Framingham Union Hospital, Leonard Morse 
in Natick, Marlboro Hospital, Milford 
Hospital, Norwood Hospital, Symmes 
Hospital in Arlington, Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, Waltham Hospital, Winchester 
Hospital, Emerson Hospital in Concord and 
Choate Memorial Hospital in Woburn. 


State and Winchester police raided a home 
on Hemingway street Monday afternoon and 
urrested Archie J. MacDonald on two book¬ 
making charges. 

The 32-year-old self-employed Winchester 
resident was arrested at his home, 67 
Hemingway st,, and charged with setting up 
and promoting a lottery and keeping a place 
for registering bets. He pleaded innocent 
Tuesday morning when arraigned at Woburn

Seized in the raid conducted by an un¬ 
dercover agent from the state police and 
Winchester officers Lt. William T, Haggerty 
and Sgt.-Insp. Roland J. Roy were a small 
amount of cash, betting slips and racing 
forms, 

Police said the house had been under 
surveillance by the local department for two 
months. A warrant to search the house was 
obtained in Woburn District Court on 
evidence alleging persons used the premises 
for placing bets. 

MacDonald was alone in the house at the 
time of his arrest, Conviction on the charges 
carries a fine of not more than $3,000 or a jail 
term of not more than 2»z years. 

A request by MacDonald to Judge Francis 
P. Cullen for a court-appointed lawyer on 
grounds of indigency was denied. 

The case was continued until August 7. 

He was released in his own recognizance. 


School was never discussed as a future 
resource center. 

According to Richard Pritchard, the 
rumor "is news to me." He said to his 
knowledge "the School Committee never 
discussed this and has every intention of 
turning the building over to the Selectmen." 

Richard Pharo said he "doesn’t un¬ 
derstand why rumors to malign the School 
Committee persist,” adding "there is no truth 
to the rumor." He noted the only reason the 
School Committee is holding onto the building 
until fall is so "we don’t get caught without a 
place in case of strike or some other problem 
that might arise." 

Mrs. Mary Mears said as far as she was 
concerned "we have no intention of doing 
other than turning the school over to the 
town." 

Richard Lawrence agrees with other 
School Committee members that "it would be 
prudent not to lose one piece of property until 
you’re sure you won’t need It." 

Concerning use of the Lincoln School as an 
extension of the high school, which Lawrance 
brought up at the last School Committee 
meeting, he said he was referring to 
discussion some five years ago before the new 
high school was built. 

Supt. of Schools William C. MacDonald 
said he'd heard the rumor about a resource 
center too and from what he called "a 
credible source," but added he would be the 
most surprised person if the School Com¬ 
mittee decided to use the Lincoln School for a 
regional resource center or anything else. 

Walter Gleason and Henry Perry, School 
Department administrators who sit around 
the School Committee meeting table on a 
regular basis, said they hadn’t heard the 
rumor and doubted its truthfulness. Perry 
said he felt the School Committee "made it 
clear at their last meeting" why they are 
holding onto the building. 

As to the future of the building Lawrance 
said he feels School Committee members 
should not offer opinion, hut from what he 
hears "some of the proposed uses of the 
building sound good." 

Perry said he felt it would be unethical for 
the committee to venture opinion on use of the 
school. It's up to the town, he said. 

Gleason, who was In the midst of a sum¬ 
mer workshop at the time of his statement, 
said he’d like it if the committee held onto the 
building to use it for workshops and other 
programs for which there is not now adequate 
space. 

Pritchard and Parkhurst noted disap- 
• pointment that the Recreation Department 
withdrew desire for the facility. Recreation 
would have been Parkhurst^ "first choice." 
Pritchard pointed to the Lincoln School as "a 
sound building” in which many good 
programs could be run, 

Mrs. Mears said she feels "it is important 
that the school be put to good use but would 
expect town meeting will have the final say." 

After the School Committee turns the 
building over to the Board of Selectmen, the 
building will then by the latter's respon¬ 
sibility. This includes maintenance until final 
use of the building is determined. 

At a recent Selectmen meeting, 
Selectman Lawrence Sullivan said "No one is 
going to jump in there" (Lincoln School) in 
September and be ready to operate. He 
recommended the selectmen consider ap¬ 
propriating money for maintenance until 
someone is ready to control it. 

Executive Secretary Edward Donnelly 
reported that the Recreation Department, 
which has now withdrawn its interest, and the 
Winchester Housing Authority are the only 
two groups to officially respond to the 
selectmen's directive. 

Following discussion the Selectmen are 
asking that Recreation, Winchester Housing 
Authority, Council on aging and any other 
groups to file reports on what the school 
should be. Letters to these groups from the 
selectmen are being mailed immediately.

Doctor Sews On 
Part Of Finger 
Police Retrieve 

Winchester police last Thursday had an 
unusual assignment from Winchester 
HopitaJ: retrieve a portion of a finger cut off 
when a truck driver jammed his hand in a 
loading dock board. 

According to a hospital spokesman, Alfred 
Marquis, 55, of Hudson, N.H., cut off a portion 
of the skin of a finger from the first tip to the 
joint at University Press of Cambridge, 21 
East st. 

Marquis, a driver with Thomas' Trucking 
Co. of Dracut, was making a delivery when he 
jammed the finger. After being taken to 
Winchester Hospital, hospital officials 
requested an officer be sent to retrieve the 
skin cut off. 

The officer was given a container with a 
saline solution in which to place the skin. Dr. 
F. Gregory Curtin Jr. performed an avul¬ 
sion—an operation to sew the skin back on. 

Marquis was discharged after the suc¬ 
cessful operation. 

"It’s kind of sore," he said over the 
telephone from his home on Tuesday. "They 
grafted the skin back on." He can't use the 
hand for a while, he said, and is enjoying a 
few days off from work. 


A spokesman for a national builder said 
Tuesday petitions wifi begin circulating next 
week to call a special town meeting in Sep¬ 
tember to rezone land off Cambridge street to 
construct 500 condominiums. 

This town meeting would be separate from 
the special town meeting to be called in 
October for comprehensive new zoning 
regulations for the entire town. 

Robert W. Fish, chairman of Kaufman and 
Broad Homes, Inc., of Wellesley, a subsidiary 
of Kaufman and Broad, Inc., of Ixis Angeles, 
said the firm was seeking the earlier special 
town meeting because the firm's option with 
the owner of "the controversial 93-acre parcel 
will expire in late fall of (his year." 

"While we would have preferred to wail 
and seek approval under the planned unit 
development provisions of the omnibus 
zoning bill to be considered at town meeting in 
the fall," Fish said in a statement, "we have 
no choice but to seek a special town meeting 
since the purchase and sale agreement with 
Atty. Moss will be expiring." 

The land is owned by Jack Moss of 
Belmont, who has been taken to several 
courts In the last few years by residents of the 
area who object to Moss’s own proposal to 
build 175 low- and middle-income apartment 
units. The status of Moss's proposal depends 
on the outcome of the special September town 
meeting, if K&B’ signature drive is suc¬ 
cessful. 

A spokesman for Concerned Citizens, a 
neighborhood group which has been fighting 
Moss’s proposal but has yet to be heard in 
opposition to the condominiums, expressed 
"distress" K&B would be seeking zoning 


"Garbage." 

"It’s all a lot of baloney." 

"It’s the most disgusting thing that’s ever 
happened in this country." 

These are a few of the responses or 15 
persons interviewed by The Winchester Star 
on Watergate reactions. All fifteen persons 
interviewed in the poll on the Watergate 
scandals agreed President Nixon should 
break his silence and submit to questioning. 

Only two of the fifteen interviewed felt 
Nixon should be impeached. Comments on the 
President’s role in the matter, if any, ranged 
from "I don’t think Nixon had any prior 
knowledge of the bugging" to "Nixon is 
another Hitler, with his administration being 
a legalized Mafia." 

The Star interviewed a sampling of 
Winchester shoppers at the Purity Supreme 
Supermarket in the center on Saturday. 
Shoppers were asked a variety of questions, 
ranging from their impression of Watergate 
to their feeling on impeachment. 

Mrs. Muriel Haggerty of 11 Rock ave. 
blamed "politics" for Watergate by saying, 
"It just goes to show you how rotten politics 
can be. Intelligent men with educations that 
should have integrity, and don't, are involved 
in Watergate." 

Other impressions of Watergate were: 
"It's pretty deplorable"; "They're building it 
up too much, more than they should"; "1 
think it’s shocking ... but I’m glad it’s 
being covered by the TV stations"; "Terrible 
in this form of government"; “Incredible!"; 
“Disgraceful."

When asked about Nixon’s prior 
knowledge of Watergutc 13 out of 15 people 
agreed that he must have known what was 
going on, and the same number of people 
further agreed that he was informed and 
aware of the subsequent coverup of the in¬ 
cident.

Committee Meets 
On Monday Night 


Theatre Not Sold 


The Winchester School Committee will 
meet Monday night to discuss bid awards for 
the coming school year. 

On the agenda from the last meeting will 
be a discussion of school committee 
regulations on busing, a review of the budget 
for the high school, final disposition of Lincoln 
School, and the cost of the advanced 
placement courses (courses for students who 
are capable of more advanced study). 

Under new business, bid awards for 
elementary lunches, cafeteria equipment for 
McCall, transportation, band uniforms, and 
an emergency paper re-bid will be discussed. 
Also on the agenda is the approval of job 
descriptions, review of a draft copy on rules 
and regulations, and a request for reim¬ 
bursement of transportation to private 
schools. 

Future agenda items include a proposal 
from Winchester Hospital representatives 
and reports on the reading program, the 
staffing committee, tutoring procedures, the 
Community use of schools, the “slow learner" 
program, holiday guidelines, summer 
school, the algebra program and a report 
from the representative to the Regional 
Vocational School.

Army Honors 
Peter Murphy 


The two chiefs of the uniform departments 
object to the Board of Selectmen’s new policy 
limiting use of town vehicles to town em¬ 
ployees on town business. 

“On Sundays I go to church and oc¬ 
casionally I visit friends in Winchester and 
surrounding communities in company with 
my wife," wrote Fire Chief I. Francis Amico. 

He said according to Fire Department 
rules he must notify the officer on duty where 
he can be reached.‘“In most cases 1 am in 
telephone or radio contact with headquarters. 
What good would it do rpe if I had an 
emergency and did not have the chief’s car 
with which to respond?" 

Police Chief Edward F. Bowler calls the 
new rules “overly restrictive" in regard to 
the police chief's car and commented in a 
letter to the board: "The chiefs of this 
department have had town-owned vehicles 
for their use for at least 35 years. I don’t recall 
that the privilege was abused. Since the town 
does not insure police vehicles with liability 
insurance, I insure it myself and pay for it. 

“1 own my own personal vehcile and have 
driven it 55,000 miles in the past three years, 
so it is apparent that I don’t use the chief's car 
overly much. 

“When I became chief three years ago, I 
was informed by my predecessor that his 
instructions regarding the chief’s car were 
that it was for the exclusive use of the chief 
and could go anywhere in the state that he had 
to go, on any lawful activity.” 

Bowler says he has never used the car out 


of state and that he believes the chief is 
provided a car because he is on duty 24 hours 
a day and the radio-equipped car is needed for 
communication and prompt transportation. 

“The vehicle is equipped with a siren, 
police number plates and a prominent sign on 
each side. 

“My wife and I are always together after 
office hours and on weekends and I can’t see 
the sense of frequently switching cars or 


having her riding in one car while I ride in 
another." 

The board indicated it would take these 
comments into consideration. 

The regulations prohibit anyone other than 
town employees and officials driving or 
riding In town-owned vehicles with a few 
exceptions: police cruisers, ambulance, 
rescue truck “being used in their normal 
capacity"; officials and employees "of other 
governmental jurisdictions"; consultants to 
the town; “members of town official's Im¬ 
mediate family in attending professional or 
town-related functions directly related to the 
town; “members of town official’s Immediate 
family in attending professional or. town- 
related functions directly related to the 
official employment"; emergency situations. 


Chief Amico brought up another problem. 
the new chassis for the recently authorized 
rescue truck is being stored at the West Side 
Fire Station and must be delivered to 
Cranston, R.I. 

"In order to do so another vehicle must go 
along to bring the driver back." According to 
(he neyv rules, which prohibit "out-of-state 
travel with the exception of one police cruiser 
for use on official police business," the town- 
owned chassis cannot leave the state. 

“How do you propose that this chassis for 
the new rescue truck be delivered to Cran¬ 
ston, R.I.?" Amico asked. 

Bowler said he should be allowed to use his 
own discretion in the use of the chief’s car. 
Amlcao said the board should leave use of fire 
vehicles up to his discretion.

EDITOR OF THE STAR; 

The Planning Board is grateful to The Star 
for the comprehensive coverage given our 
new zoning proposals. Your story on the 
meeting at the Vlnson-Owen School last 
Monday, July 9, was particularly appreciated 
in view of the heat and humidity, not Id 
mention the mosquitoes. 

There was one unfortunate misun¬ 
derstanding in your report that we would like 
to clear up. You stated that “the map is the 
same as the one put before the town meeting 
two years ago." Actually the map being 
proposed is not the one proposed two years 
ago, but rather is the existing zoning map, 
with only such minor changes as are required 
by changes in the text of the proposed by-law. 

In other words, this proposal will be 
r presented without any changes in the use 
from the present zoning. The board does hope 
to present some recommended changes in 
zoning for Winchester Center in a separate 
article, but the primary focus of the special 
town meeting in the fall will be on passage of 
a new, modern set of zoning regulations. 

The board would also like to take this 
opportunity to thank the town meeting 
members and other citizens who attended the 
meeting at the Vincent-Owen School on 
Monday and another group who attended the 
Thursday night meeting at the Mystic School. 

As a result of the constructive suggestions 
made at these meetings it will be possible to 
make some changes in the by-law prior to its 
formal presentation at public hearing early in 
September. 

| The Planning Board would most certainly

Enclosed is a copy of Title IV, Section 401, 
of a new federal Jaw which my wife recently 
requested and received from the Washington 
office of our area congressman, Mr. Torbert 
MacDonald. 

This new Public Law 93-45. entitled 
“Health Program Extension Act of 1973,” was 
approved by the U. S. Congress and signed by 
President Nixon on June 18, 1973. The vote In 
the House of Representatives was 372-1, 
while the vote In the Senate was 94-0. 

In the enclosed copy of Section 401 of this 
new law, please note that this section pertains 
directly to hospitals, doctors, nurses, and 
employees of the hospital. 

A copy of Section 401 of this new federal 
law has been sent to the board of trustees of 
the Choate Memorial and Winchester 
Hospitals with a request that a new “hospital 
policy" be prepared and implemented which 
will encompass the specific intent af the new 
federal law.

EDITOR'S NOTE: The law states, “The 
receipt of any grant, contract, loan or loan 
guarantee under the Public Health Service 
Act, the Community Mental Health Centers 
Act or the Developmental Disabilities Ser¬ 
vices and Facilities Construction Act by any 
individual or entity does not authorize any 
court or any public official or other public 
authority to require (1) such individual to 
perform or assist in the performance of any 
sterilization procedure or Abortion of his 
performance or assistance in the per¬ 

formance of such procedure or abortion 
would be contrary to his religious beliefs or 
moral convictions; or 

(2) such entity to make its facilities 
available for the performance of any 
sterilization procedure or abortion if the

“No entity which receives a grant, con¬ 
tract, loan or loan guarantee under the Public 
Health Service Act, tKe Community Mental 
Health Centers Act or the Developmental 
Disabilities Services and Facilities Con¬ 
struction Act after the date of enactment of 
this act may discriminate in the employment, 
promotion or termination of employment of 
any physician or other health care personnel 
or discriminate in the extension ot staff or 
other privileges to any physician or other 
health care personnel, because he performed 
or assisted in the performance of a lawful 
sterilization procedure or abortion, because 
he refused to perform or assist,in the per¬ 
formance of such a procedure or abortion on 
the grounds that his performance or 
assistance in the performance of the 
procedure or abortion would be contrary to 
his religious beliefs or moral convictions, or 
because of his religious beliefs or moral 
convictions respecting sterilization 
procedures or abortions."

Gubernatorial Hopefuls 


Quinn Doesn’t Fit "Boston Pol’ Image, 
But Will He Make It To Corner Office?

This Is the concluding story In a three-part 
series written by Ken Trevett of 7 Woodside 
rd. on the three leading Democratic con¬ 
tenders expected to Beek their party's 
nomination to oppose Republican Gov. 
Francis W, Sargent in 1974. 

Can a Boston politician make it to the top 
of the Massachusetts political heap? This 
question must be plaguing Attorney General 
Robert H. Quinn, an all-but-announced 
candidate for governor in the 1974 elections. 

Not since Maurice Tobin made it to the 
State House from City Hall has a Boston man 
reached the “corner office.” 

Atty. Gen. Quinn hardly fits the image of 
the uneducated, cigar-smoking Boston “pol.” 
He is a magna cum laude graduate of Boston 
College with a degree in classics. He holds a 
degree from Harvard Law School, where he 
was the recipient of the Gov. Stoughton 
Scholarship. ft 

He has gained the respect of many offfilty 
colleagues throughout the country as 
evidenced in his election president of the 
National Association of Attorneys General. 
He has also served as chairman of the New 
England Attorneys General organization. 

Quinn has been an active participant on 
Beacon Hill since his first election to the 
legislature in 1956. He served as majority 
whip, majority leader, and finally as House 
Speaker from 1967 to 1969. He became at¬ 
torney general when Elliot Richardson 
vacated the post to take a Job in the newly 
elected Nixon administration. Quinn won the 
position in his own right in 1970 when he 
soundly defeated Donald Conn in the 
statewide election. 

It was his impressive showing in 1970 
which made politicos in both parties look 
towards Quinn as a possible opponent against 
Gov. Sargent in 1974. 

The decision to run has to be a difficult one 
for the 45-year-old Quinn. If he runs and loses, 
he will be out of politics. The attorney 
general’s job is also up for grabs in the 1974 
election. But if he decides to run for re-elec¬ 
tion, he may forfeit his chance at higher of¬ 
fice. 

To Be or Not To Be 

We began our interview by asking him 
directly whether he is a candidate for the 
governor’s chair in 1974. 

"I think it’s altogether premature for me 
to make an announcement of my candidacy,” 
Quinn told us. “First of all, my primary 
obligation to the people is to continue to serve 
as attorney general, and that has to take the 
bulk of my concentration. And secondly, any 
announcement would place in jeopardy every 
official act 1 undertake as attorney general. 
It’s bad enough being an unannounced can¬ 
didate and having everyone respond that this 
or that is politically motivated. At the right 
time, I hope to make an announcement, and I 
only want to say at this time that I don’t in¬ 
tend to retire as attorney general," 

Whatir.7" 

The fact remains that Quinn is a likely 
candidate for higher office. If he does suc¬ 
cessfully win the political wars and becomes 
governor, what would his major areas of 
attention be? 

"The major area would be personnel. 1 
think that what we are suffering in our 
present administration is the problem of 
people—assuring a good performance. We 
have some very lovely programs. There is a 
very important question of who implements 
them. 

“The other problem will, of course, be 
economy in government. There have been 
some suggestions of regionalization. 1 think 
regionalization from the top down is im¬ 
politic, is poor judgment 1 think what has to 
occur is encouraging regionalization from the 
bottom up. And there. I think citizens will 
endorse such regionalization because of the 
tax savings that would occur. 

"There are very many other unfinished 
problems. 1 don’t see that by simply saying 
that there shall be no more highways that’ our 
ecology will be preserved," an obvious swipe 
at potential opponent Mike Dukakis, who is 
asking for a ban on all highwuy building in¬ 
side Rle 12H. “Our ecology must be con¬ 
sidered, and there is always the challenge of 
balance between ecology . . . and the ad¬ 
vancement of the human element, the 
development of human opportunities And 


some of these human opportunities cannot 
develop unless there is ready mobility among 
communities, both by highway and mass 
transportation.” 

State Employees 

Quinn’s focus on personnel is unusual 
among politicians, most of whom prefer to 
talk about the success or lack of success of 
various state programs. However, it is ob¬ 
vious that programs cannot work unless they 
are run by competent, conscientious people. 
The attorney general thinks that most state 
employees are trying to do a good job. 

“I have a longtime friend who was fond of 
telling me that the very things complained 
about in the civil service system are those 
things that people in private industry employ 
themselves. There is featherbedding, there is 
malingering in private industry just as there 
is in public industry. 

“The complaint may be justifiably made 
that public industry is paid for by the tax¬ 
payer and private industry is not. The retort 
to that would be that private industry has its 
tax deductions. The point to be made is that 
the people we are talking about are the same 
types. What you need is motivation ... a 
morale ... a spirit. This is where our civil 
service system could be Improved. 

“There could be adjustments made in 
promotional opportunities. There could be 
adjustments in the variety of work for which 
people would have a chance. 

“The individual state employee is not a 
bum. He Is not a malingerer. He’s a very 
devoted, conscientious person. He has 
sacrificed his chance for greater economic 
opportunity in the interest of the chance for 
secuity which the civil service system offers. 

“But consider the alternatives to the civil 
service system. One of them Is patronage. 
Another example is the 03 consultant thing. I 
can’t believe that that is more economical to 
our state; that a $150 million consultant effort 
is more economical than having the whole 
thing phased into our state program—and 
having paid people with no conflicts, with one 
job, doing the work.” 

Boone Controversy 

Governor Sargent’s prestige has been 
more shaken by the prison reform issue than i 
by any other problem he has had to face. He 
alienated conservatives by hiring Boone, and 
he alienated liberals by firing him. 

As attorney general, Quinn called for the 
commissioner’s resignation, and he saw the 
governor’s action in firing Boone as 
“inevitable." 

“A couple of months ago when Cmsr. 
Boone could not work with his own hand¬ 
picked men, maintain order, and implement 
the reform legislation that was passed, then 
he had outlasted his effectiveness,” Quinn * 
maintains. 

“He felt that he could work the program 
without regard to the guards. It Is as if a 
father had said, 'I am going to raise my 
family of kids without any consideration for 
the mother’s part.’ You just can’t do It, and 
this was his problem. 

“Those guards were there. It wasn’t a 
question of civil service, It’s a question of 
needing security. As well as everything else, 
we need security. Who was going to do it it the 
guards didn’t? 

“1 feared that his conduct was going to set 
the reform program back decades if he was 
allowed to continue. There was a constant 
hardening on the part of citizens everywhere 
you went. He epitomized the personnel 
problems that I mentioned." 

The attorney general insisted that he was 
“not retreating" from his support for prison 
reform. He mentioned his work in behalf of 
the 1972 reform package as evidence of his 
interest in modern rehabilitative techniques. 

Executive Power 

During the past to years, governmental 
authority has centered more and more in the 
governor’s office. The loss of legislative 
prestige has hastened this transition. But is it 
a more effective way of running state 
government' 1 Quinn, who was a House 
speaker, offered his views on the subject. 

“I lavored the governor, lieutenant 
governor running as a team. I favored the 
four-year term for governor. I favored 
coterminous appointments. In fact, 1 spon¬ 
sored the co-terminous bill and the governor- 
lieutenant bill. I felt there needed to be a 
strengthening of the executive. 

“I’m not so enthusiastic about the 
reorganization program on the cabinet level. 

I Tear that all we’re doing Is establishing 
another layer of government separating the 
’decidors’ from the people. . 


“Reorganization . . . ought to come from 
the bottom up. If it is dictated from the top, 
then immediately you have the hostility of the 
ordinary citizen. 

“I don’t think the cabinet system is 
necessary for a working governor,” Quinn 
continued. “Anyone who wants to put his time 
into the job—with or without cabinet level 
people—can get the right staff to pull things 
together.” 

“There have always been—and there will 
always be—confidants of the governor. I don’t 
see that these men are so much different than 
the secretariat principle. 

Watergate’s Fruits 

The attorney general believes the effects 
of the Watergate affair are going to be felt on 
every level of government. He thinks people 
will have less of a respect for the Establish¬ 
ment and for the politicians that represent 
them. 

"As a person in public life, I .am concerned 
with the problems it raises for those in public 
service. It’s just another millstone around the 
neck of anyone who wants to serve in public 
life, who thinks he’s doing a good job, and 
wants to have some recognition of this fact. It 
simply reinforces the popular attitude of 
‘Those politicians are no good.’ That is sad; 
that hurts me.” 

Moral, Constitutional Law 

Sooner or later, most people have to obey 
or enforce a law in which they do not believe. 
An attorney general must face up to this 
dilemma more often. How does Atty. Gen. 
Quinn face this difficult conflict between 
moral and constitutional law? 

“I have moral and political feelings about 
a lot of things. Strangely enough, I feel so 
very comfortable when the law is clear. 

“I had to tell the school committee in 
Lydon that they could not have a voluntary 
school prayer period. I had to suffer my 
whacks for that. I went to school where there 
were prayers all the time. 

“The Supreme Court frankly surprised me 
with its seven-to-two decision on abortion. But 
the facts were so dear. The facts, not the 
legal reasoning. I have trouble with the legal 
reasoning 

“For my troubles, I have a lot of people 
who think that t’m the one who wrote the 
opinion. I’m not. I’m the one who, I think, is 
obligated to state what the law is. I staled 
what the law is. I feel mornlly bound as an 
attorney general under the constitution of the 
Commonwealth, not under the principles of 
the Catholic Church, or any other church. 1 
feel morally bound to implement the law 
under the constitution. This is what I tried to 
do. 

Why Politics? 

Nobody can underestimate the problems 
that a politician has. No matter how hard, and 
how honestly, he or she works, a politician 
can never be guaranteed job security. A 
politician can be praised one day, damned the 
next, sometimes by the same person. A 
critical public is always looking for the first 
shred of moral compromise. 

Since most people think they are right, the 
correct solution can be difficult to find. With 
all these roadblocks, why go into politics in 
the first place? The interview concluded by 
asking that question. 

“It’s going to sound awfully altruistic. I’m 
very fortunately educated, I never had to pay 
for that education. Somewhere phi la n- 
trhopies, scholarships, government aid paid 
my way. I felt that I owed something to my 
society for the opportunity, I decided I would 
try to repay it through public service. 

“I also thought that we should all be in¬ 
terested in government. I wanted to be in¬ 
terested. I wanted to rebut anyone who ever 
said. ’You didn’t care enough to get in¬ 
volved,’ ” 

1974 

The year 1974 will be the crossroads for a 
lot of political careers, The scramble among 
Democrats will make some people prominent 
and some people “also runs.’’ Having a group 
of relatively young politicians with a lot to win 
and Just as much to lose will make the fights 
for the top offices all the more bitter and hard 
fought. 

Robert Quinn is one of those men who will 
be fighting hard to continue a political career. 
If he makes the run for governor, he has to be 
considered a favorite because of his influence 
and reputation. He’ll have a difficult time 
uniting a party that has had its share of civil 
wars. But he has staying power, and he hus 
had some association with Lady Luck. In his 
first bid for public office, he won election by 
13 votes.

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Antibiotics 
May Save 
Elm Trees 


Winchester is attempting to save its 
remaining Dutch Elm trees through an an¬ 
tibiotic infusion that already has shown some 
positive results, according to Robert G. 
O'Brien, forestry superintendent. 

In the last 17 years, 300 town-owned elms 
have been cut down because of fatal infection 
with Dutch elm disease. Forestry foreman 
John Horn estimates there are 250 remaining 
town-owned elms, 

If you ride along Washington or Bacon 
streets you'll see green-colored wooden boxes 
attached to tree trunks. The boxes contain the 
antibiotic fluid which is fed to the trees’ roots 
by rubber hoses. 

Ten town trees are being treated by 
Lowden, Inc., of Needham in this ex¬ 
perimental program also being conducted in 
several other Massachusetts communities. 
Cost for each tree treatment is $100, con¬ 
siderably cheaper than the $300 to $400 it costs 
to cut down a tree. 

“If we save four or five out of the 10 we 
save money," O'Brien commented. "If the 
program works this year we will elaborate it 
next year." 

O’Brien said already signs of life are 
noticeable on branches previously considered 
dead. Buds have appeared and he is op¬ 
timistic about the success of the program. 

Lowden, Inc,, describes Dutch elm disease 
as a fungus "which clogs the water- 
conducting system of the tree. The water- 
Btarved tissues die and the infection continues 
throughout the tree, leading to its death. The 


fungus may move from one tree to another 
through grafted roots, but primarily elm bark 
beetles spread the disease. 

"The young beetles hatch and develop 
under the bark in the dead and dying wood of 
elms and emerge contaiminated with the 
fungus. 

"As they feed on the tender bark of the 
healthy elm twigs, infection occurs." 

Lowden, Inc., describes its program: 
"Most control measures are aimed at 
preventing disease transmission and are 
accomplished, in part, by reducing the source 
of the fungus and beetles through the removal 
of dead and dying elm wood. 

"Insecticides applied to healthy trees help 
to prevent Infection through feeding wounds 
made by elm bark beetles. Root-graft tran¬ 
smission is prevented by breaking or killing 
the section of roots between adjacent trees by 
means of trenching or chemical fumigation. 
These preventive methods are effective to 
varying degrees " 

The company in 1972 achieved what it 
describes as a "major breakthrough" in 
developing antibiotic treatment after 20 years 
of experimentation. The breakthrough was 
achieved "by fully solubilizing an antibiotic 
which has excellent fungistatic and fungitoxic 
activity against C. ulmi. Many proven 
diseased trees have been cured." 

This solubilized antibiotic is injected 
directly into the sap stream of diseased trees 
by a gravity-fed injection system. "Com¬ 
pounds allow the antibioitic and other com¬ 
ponents to be rapidly translocated throughout 
diseased tissues arid eradicate or arrest the 
fungus. 

"The use of a systemic treatment (in¬ 
jection of antibiotic directly into the tree) 
avoids the environmental concerns 
associated with spray applications of 
chemicals. This treatment is applied only to 
the vascular systems of target trees. In ad¬ 
dition, the antibiotic is nonpersistent, as it is 
naturally metabolized by the tree and is safe 
for people, trees, and the environment. 

"The applicator requires only ap¬ 


proximately 20 minutes to install the injection 
apparatus on the tree. Wounds created at the 
insertion points do not cause any major 
physiological problems. The antibiotic is 
allowed to permeate the tissues of the tree, 
utilizing the tree's natural sapflow. 

"This allows for an effective dose of the 
antibiotic to act on the fungus. This solvent 
and delivery system makes possible the 
treatment of diseased trees from early spring 
until late fall, thus increasing the opportunity 
for successful treatment."

Murder with a French accent is the 
theatrical challenge of the cast and 
production crew hard at work this month on 
the Winchester Summer Community 
Theatre’s production of “A Shot In the Dark.” 

The supense murder comedy which romps 
through the pomposity of French Justice and 
aristocracy and the romantic Indescretions of 
sophisticate Parisians opens at 8:30 p.m. in 
the new Winchester High School auditorium 
July 27 and 28 and continues tfirough August 3 
and 4. 

Unlike the intricate detection puzzles of 
the English genre of murder comedies, or the 
less subtle American version often typified by 
Irish detecuves, batty spinsters and disap¬ 
pearing bodies stage murder with a Con¬ 
tinental flair and involve romantic alliances 
and misalliances and the noted French 
tolerance for murder committed as a “crime 
de passion.” 

To give the play an authentic French 
accent, Director Bill Fallon has been 
working with prompter Priscilla Baumann to 
coach the cast in correct pronunciation of 
French names and places. 

Mrs. Baumann is an ideal choice for 
prompter and unofficial consultant. 'A linguist 
with an M.A. In French from the Sorbonne, 
she prepared a tape recording of the several 
dozen French words used in the script which 
also includes a few Spanish words for good 
measure. 

She is the only person in the production to 
be familiar with the play In its original 
language. Titled “L’ldiote" by Marcel 
Achard, the play was adapted for the 
American stage in 1961 by Harry Kurnltz. The 
original American production starred 
William Shatner, Julie Harris, and Walter 
Matthau. 

Seven years residence in France before 
moving to the Winchester area four years ago 
have given Mrs. Baumann a fluent grasp of 
the language.

In addition, The Chronicle publishes the 
Bank & Quotation Record, a monthly 
authoritative compendium of stock and bopd 
quotations, many of which are not readily 
available elsewhere, as well as other finan¬ 
cial statistical data.

wedge to one side, and recycles until the block 
is completely wedged. 

Pieces of fish that aren’t large enough to 
be wedged get removed from the cutting 
block before another block of frozen fish gets 
stacked. 

The operation, according to the inventor, 
was previously inefficient. The cutter had no 
mechanism to automatically remove the 
residue not to stack blocks of fish one right 
after the other. 

Application for the patent included 14 
claims of originality and was filed on Sept. 10, 
1971.

proposed to the respondents of the survey. 
Richard Terzlan of 68 Johnson rd.. a town 
meeting member, emotionally stated. “We 
have to know the truth. This is a constitutional 
crisis. It insures our freedom. Watergate is a 
great violation of it." He further stated that 
he was "exasperated" over the whole thing. 

A newcomer to Winchester and this 
country gave his views this way: "Dean is 
telling the truth. But Mitchell should have 
been the first to be shot in front of the White 
House," referring to Mitchell's recent 
statement on what should be done to those 
involved in Watergate. 

In closing the interview, respondents were 
aBked how they were following the Watergate 
developments. Nearly everyone said they 
watch the hearings on television. One lady 
summed it up by saying that she watched the 
Watergate hearings "once in a while, it’s good 
entertainment, but after a while it gets a little 
boring.*’

Recreation Committee Asks 
For Funding For Program 


Winchester's Recreation Committee met 
Monday night with a representative from the 
new state agency office for Children and 
immediately put the representative to the test 
on her offer of help by asking for program 
funding. 

The six-month old Office for Children is 
intended to “coordinate existing programs 
for children and to document the need for new 
services,” community representative Nancy 
Earsy told the committee. 

The committee then told Mrs. Earsy about 
its inability to find any summer program 
funds to help two Winchester children who are 
multiple handicapped. Mrs. Earsy suggested 
her office could help by enlisting the aid of 
other state agencies in finding a program for 
the two children. 

A request for funds to help the children had 
come from a representative of the Mystic 
Valley Mental Health Association. The local 
recreation program didn’t have enough funds 
to cover the $250 cost to send the children to a 
.camp in Burlington. 

n The committee voted to ask the new Office 
for Children for help. 

They also sought assurance from Mrs. 
Earsy for funds next year to develop a 
summer program for the perceptually 
handicapped. Mrs. Earsy didn't think such 
funding is possible because of budgeting 
difficulties and because such funding would 
require the approval of a local council. 

She said the local Mystic Valley council 
will be created in September, It will comprise 
representatives from the six towns in the 
region. Winchester will be asked to appoint a 
representative to the council. 

Decision-making boards will be elected 
from the general membership of each 
council. At least 50 percent of the board 
members will be parents and consumers. The 
council’s purpose will be to coordinate 
children’s services and create “a citizens' 
constituency for children.” 

They will also decide the priorities and 
direction of the Office for Children. 

“A lot of people are going to think this is 
going to be another horrendous bureaucratic 
mess,” she said. “In view of state govern¬ 
ment in the past, they have a right to be 
skeptical.” 

The committee members were skeptical. 
Howard Goodrow said: “I don't see how they 
can create new agencies when they don’t have 
ihe money for agencies they have now.” 

Noreen Connell said she was disturbed 
because the Office for Children’s priorities 
are to help the retarded and handicapped up 
to age 18. She said there is a great need to help 
those 16 to 24 years of age.

Mrs. Earsy said Ihe legislature, when it 
created the Office for Children, assigned the 
priority to help those 18 years of age and 
under. The Office for Children’s 1973 budget is 
$3.5 million. 

Mrs. Earsy said the office won’t replace 
existing agencies and is not intended as a 
source of permanent funding for programs. 

In other action, the Recreation Committee 
voted to again request the Park Commission 
to correct the rest room facilities at Wedge 
and Leonard bathhouses. 

“This situation wc feel is of an emergency 
nature and as such should perhaps go to the 
Finance Committee for immediate action. We 
of the Recreation Commission would like the 
support of the Park Committee regarding the 
replacement of the toilets at each location.” 

The committee hasn’t heard from the Park 
Commission on its original request made two 
weeks ago,

$5000 Raise 
Request Out 

A move to Increase the salary of the 
superintendent of the regional school district 
from $25,000 to $30,000 a year was withdrawn 
at last week’s meeting of the Northeast 
Regional Vocational High School District. 

Stoneham representative Joseph P. Barry 
withdrew his motion when 'the agenda item 
came up for action. No explanation for the 
withdrawal was given. 

Winchester representative Gerard P. 
Donahoe said this week he hadn’t made up his 
mind how he would vote on the salary raise. 
"I’m not for it but I’m not strongly against.” 

But, he said, the question of teachers’ 
salaries should be settled before the 
superintendent’s salary is set. Since October, 
there have been 30 contract negotiating 
sessions between representatives of the 
teachers and the committee. 

“It must be settled before September,” 
Donahoe said. 

Regional District 
To Review Formula 

Finance officers from the 12 communities 
comprising the Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School District have 
been asked to review the cost assessment 
formula with school officials on July 30. 

Winchester Selectman Lawrence T. Smith 
has been invited to participate in the 
discussion to present the town's point of view 
on its share of regional school costs. 

The meeting has been arranged by the 
district committee’s subcommittee on school 
needs chaired by Robert M. McCarthy of 
Chelsea. 

McCarthy said that the conference bet¬ 
ween school and local officials is necessary in 
light of the new shared-time program 
beginning in September which will ac¬ 
commodate up to 240 additional students 
apportioned among the 12 communities. This 
is in addition to the regular day school 
enrollment of 1,500 students upon which the 
present assessment formula is based. 

Adjustments should be made’in the 
assessment formula to equitably apportion 
the cost of these additional students, ac¬ 
cording to McCarthy, and this would 
necessitate a change in the agreement 
establishing the district which spells out the 
assessment method. 

McCarthy said the procedure to amend the 
agreement involves local government action, 
therefore involvement of local officials from 


the outset would help avoid misun¬ 
derstandings when and if a change is 
proposed. 

At the present time, Winchester is 
assessed at the rate of 4.73 percent for 
capital and operating expenses for the fiscal 
year. The percentage is based on the number 
of Winchester students enrolled in the 
regional school in ratio to the total 
enrollment. 

McCarthy points out that the enrollment 
figures used are for the regular program only 
and he is suggesting that the shared-time 
program costs should be based on enrollment 
figures for that program, 

The merits on this type of assessment 
formula and an examination of the present 
formula will be the basis of the discussion 
with local finance officers on July 30, ac¬ 
cording to McCarthy.

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Trains May 
Keep Running 


CondominiumDevelopers 
Meet Monday To Discuss 
Proposal With Selectmen 


Legislation pending in the House Ways and 
Means Committee may keep trains servicing 
Winchester running for another year. 

“I ca n't visualize that they will cut off the 
trains," said Hep. Harrison Chadwick. The 
deadline for a new Boston & Maine subsidy 
expires Tuesday. About 1,000. Winchester 
commuters would be affected by a shutdown. 

Rep. George Sacco of Medford, vice- 
chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, 
said a B&M rail subsidy is included in a 
general transportation bill awaiting action in 
his committee. 

"No doubt we will take the ncessary ac¬ 
tion," Sacco said, adding that he will support 
the legislation reluctantly. He prefers a long 
range solution to this yearly rail subsidy 
crisis rather than a "temporary cure," 

"We haven’t done a damn thing in the last 
10 years.” He said each commuter trip is 
subsidized $1.80. The legislation may be acted 
on this week. 


The Winchester selectmen will meet next 
Monday with representatives of Wellesley 
Homes, Inc., to discuss the firm's proposal to 
build 500 condominium units on Cambridge 
street. 

Petitions, meanwhile, went into cir¬ 
culation this week seeking signatures to call a 
special town meeting in September to act on 
the proposal of Wellesley Homes for zoning 
for a garden apartment district. 

Two hundred verified signatures are 
required to call p special town meeting. The 
September meeting would precede the 
Planning Board’s October special town 
meeting to act on its recommendation for a 
comprehensive new zoning bylaw for all the 
town. , 

The selectmen are inviting the Planning 
Board members to attend Monday's meeting. 
The selectmen have asked the Board of 
Assessors to comment on figures distributed 
by Kaufman & Broad of Los Angeles, the 
parent company of Wellesley Homes, in¬ 
dicating that the town's taxable real estate 
will increase 9.2 percent If the development is 
approved. 

The figures say the town's taxable 


valuation of $194.8 million would increase to 
$212.8 million, a net upwards increase of $18 
million. There would also be an increase of 
$1.2 million in revenue from all sources in¬ 
cluding automobile excise-from $15.3 million 
to $16.5 million. 

A study undertaken by K&B said Highland 
Woods, as the development would be called, 
will generate 2,25 persons a unit and will have 
un average .25 children per unit 

The study states: "Careful and rigorous 
research precedes any K&B proposal to enter 
a given market. Such research indicates that 
there is a ready markel for the kind of homes 
planned at Highland Woods. 

"That is, homes for mature adults whose 
children are grown and off on their own; 
homes that arc smaller than those needed for 
child-rearing, but large enough and well- 
appointed enough to attract people who are 
used to their own houses; homes that provide 
on-site amenities hut require minimal owner 
maintenance." 

K&B maintains it will "adhere to the style, 
character and quality of the town" by 
building one and two'-bedroom homes planned 
"to conform to the topography of the land to 
preserve the natural environment." 

The individually owned units will cost 
$45,000 to $50,000 and would be built in three 
phases over the next Tour to five years. About 
160 units would be built in each phase. 

The .study says 70 percenl ol the 93 acre 
site, now owned by Jack Moss of Belmont, 
will be preserved "The low density of the 
project works out to less than 5'. units pet- 
acre; land contours will be virtually un¬ 
changed. Houses will be blended into existing 
slopes and will be shaded by trees " 

A members’ association til condominium 
owners will provide services normally the 
responsibility of the town. These include snow 
removal, road maintenance, refuse collection 
and street landscaping. The association 
would also have the responsibility for contact 
with utility companies 

K&B, which calls itself "the largest multi 
national publicly owned housing firm in the 
world,” has a purchase and sale agreement 
that expires In late fall Because this ex 
piralion is prior to the PlunnlnR Hoard’s ti\U 
spectat town meeting, K&B Is seeking the 
curlier date. 

If the firm u;ses its request to amend the 
town's zoning map to include tin* Moss 
property in a garden apartment district, the 
way may still be open for them to come into a 
town meeting at a later date. 

Access to the development, located off 
Cambridge street across from tin* Woburn 
Plaza, will he over an existing road that runs 
off Cambridge street. A traffic Ml will be 
installed there. 

K&B plans to include Hire .wimmmg 
pools, tennis courts and a chill use on the 
site.

County Won’t 
Give In On 
Conditions? 


The town yesterday filed its arguments in 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court in the 
county's case against Winchester for failing 
to pay a $40,000 assessment for operation of 
Middlesex County Hospital in Waltham. 

Atty. Paul F. Amico, representing the 
Board of Selectmen, said this week he expects 
the case to be resolved shortly. He appeared 
before the Board of Selectmen Monday to 
explain the town’s "pleadings” which he 
presented in court Wednesday. 

Amico requested the board to exclude the 
public from the discussion on the grounds 
disclosure of the town’s arguments might 
damage the case. Amico’s private meeting 
with the selectmen lasted 45 minutes. 

Amico and Selectmen Arthur Dunbar and 
John J. Sullivan recently met with the county 
commissioners to discuss the conditions 
under which Winchester will agree to pay its 
assessment. 

Indications were that the commissioners 
will not agree to any conditional payment of 
assessments. Cmsr. S. Lester Ralph com¬ 
mented; "You ore asking for on agreement so 
you will pay. There is no reason for an 
agreement. There is a clear law that says you 
must pay.” Ralph’s argument was that a 
precedent would be set allowing any com¬ 
munity to refuse to pay. 

The town has been trying to get the 
commissioners to agree to four conditions 
before the assessment is paid: the county will 
apply for higher reimbursement rates for 
communities (cities and towns are billed by 
the county for treatment of patients, 50 
percent of the cost reimbursed by the state); 
the county will seek new rates yearly; there 
will be no hospital expansion and an 
assurance the deficit will decrease; and 
treatment of patients from outside the county

Centre Trucking 
Owner Is Acting 
‘In Good Faith’ 


A lawyer representing the owner of Centre 
Trucking Service, Inc., of Hill street said 
John Centrella is acting in good faith in trying 
to find a suitable location for his trucks out of 
town. 

Atty. William J. Speers Jr., in a letter to 
the Board of Selectmen dated July 16, said 
owner Centrella "has signed a purchase and

WBA Backs Zoning Plan With 9 Points 


That means that the number of people who 
live in the center of town must increase. More 
and better stores are needed and they must be 
easily acceptable. Higher density, and an 
increased Intensity of use! 

-"The either-or option in the center 
business district gives a developer flexibility, 
The changing use of existing space in 
downtown structures offers flexibility and 
redevelopment potentials. Imagination is the 
key. Innovations are common today. Projects 
which were considered extraordinarily 
daring In the 1940s would be routine today. 

‘Empty nestera 1 need local apartments, 
convenient and accessible, Many adults ((55- 
GO years plus) enjoy and prefer downtown 
dwelling. Minus kids, they do not require 
football fields nor sprawling school layouts. 

-"The high cost of land is changing even 
the shopping centers to multi-storied, multi¬ 
purpose centers, with future plans combining 
retailing, general commercial space, 
residences and community facilities like 
schools, theaters, churches, hospitals and 
recreational facilities, A fresh concept sees a 
multi-use mix of activities and buildings 
which are flexible in use and and activity 
(i.e., new towns being built like Reston and 
Columbia). 

-"Small downtowns, like Winchester’s, 
can be innovative, creative and flexible in 
finding a solution to economic decay, The 
individuality, uniqueness and appeal of 
Winchester Center must be stressed; its 
compactness con bring together much ac¬ 
tivity in a small area. Investments in streets, 
utilities and buildings are already in place, 
paid for and ready to be used 

--"Difficulties in obtaining adequate 
supplies of gasoline, accompanied by some 
continuing increase in cost, could result in 
fewer and shorter automobile trips. We can 
assume a flattening rate of growth for miles 
traveled by the private car in our society. 
Both pedal power and foot power will assume 
a greater role and Winchester Center must be 
ready. 

"The ’mythical' parking problem—the 
future may see less cars of huge size, a trend 
to smaller autos; less cars among the elderly 
who prefer Intown accessibility, more em¬ 
phasis on local shopping and public tran¬ 
sportation. 

--"There are times when the best answer is 
to do something, not consider it. Careful 
consideration (as has been the case regarding 
Winchester Center for the last four years) is 
the best known defense against change 
Perhaps the most important issue in ar¬ 
chitecture and planning today is finding a 
way to get ordinary citizens plugged into the 
planning of new developments in a way that is 
creative, not merely obstructionist. 

"A bud plan well executed is better than a 
good plan never developed ” 


WBA will present its version of a new 
zoning bylaw for the center in the event the 
Planning Board proposal doesn't include 
WBA ideas, which now appears the case, 

The nine points issued by WBA are the 
basis for the warrant article the organization 
is preparing. The nine points are being 
distributed to the League of Women Voters, 
Winchester Rotary Club and other town 
groups which have expressed interest in 
supporting the WBA's call for mixed use in 
the center. 

"In order for the town to know what we 
want,” said a WBA spolkesman, "we are 
presenting these nine points." They are listed 
under the heading "Why Winchester Center 
should be zoned for multi-purpose use” and 
read: 

-"Because a downtown is by its very 
nature a place of multi uses; the most com¬ 
plete multi-service area in the town; a 
meeting place a community facilities, shops, 
commercial space, restaurants and 
residences. 

--"The preservation and creation of 
meaningful areas for people to live in and 
move around in freely is an important ob¬ 
jective. The proposed mixed use of the town 
center will result in an increase of various 
functions and in greater vitality for the town. 

-"The town center can fulfill its task only 
if it is integrated with a vital town organism. 


The Winchester Business Association, 
which has differed with the town Planning 
Board over new zoning for Winchester 
Center, this week issued a nipe-point 
argument in favor of multiple use in the 
center. 

Mixed use of the center, combining 
apartments, shopping and diverse other 
activity, lies at the heart of the WBA 
proposal. The Planning Board has stated the 
center should be used for either shopping or 
apartmcnls-not both together. 

The board feels apartments will use 
parking spaces required for shoppers, WBA 
feels the parking problem is "mythical” and 
says the future will see less dependence on the 
automobile. 

The Planning Board expects to present its 
new lownwide zoning bylaw for action at town 
meeting in October. WBA is also preparing a 
new zoning Dyiaw.

Sean O'Riordan, 34, of 
Winchester, one of Ireland's 
outstanding amateur atheletes 
and an investment executive, 
died July 25 after a long illness.

As an undergraduate, he was 
unanimously voted a member 
of the All-Ireland Soccer Team 
and the All-Ireland Football 
Team for the year 1957-59. In 
1959, he was chosen captain of 
both teams. And in 1958 he won 
the amateur welterweight 
boxing championship of 
Ireland. 

In I960, Mr. O’Riordan 
moved to New York city and 
entered the investment 
business and trained as a 
research analyst. In the U.S. 
Army Reserve, he served as a 
Lieutenant with the 107th 
Infantry Regiment, of New 
York. 

He was a founding member 
of the amateur soccer team, 
the New York Shamrocks. At 
halfback and at fullback, he 
helped his team in 1963 win 
both the Knickerbocker Cup 
and the “Good Sportsmanship 
Award” of the Eastern District 
League of the New York Soccer 
Association. 

After moving to the Boston 


area in 1966, Mr. O’Riodan 
became actively involved as a 
volunteer coach in Boston Area 
Youth Soccer and Winchester 
Youth Soccer. 

In 1972, his Winchester 
Team, “The Bears," won the 
local pee-wee division 
championship after a 6-1 
record.

actually been purchased and is owned by 
John Centrella.” 

Speers said he would keep all those in¬ 
terested in the matter informed of Centrella's 
progress in obtaining the land to relocate his 
trucking company. 

The land is on Concord street in North 
Reading, a short distance off Rte. 93 owned by 
F. W. Dixon Co., appropriately zoned, ac¬ 
cording to Speers. It requires a board of 
appeal permit. 

Speers said it will be 60 days before “we 


will know definitely whether he will own the 
parcel and be going forward with its 
development for his use ... John Centrella’s 
plan is to get a building up and move in just as 
soon as he can.” 

Speers’ letter to the selectmen mentioned 
that the late town counsel Leonard J. Mullen 
represented the town and the Sullivan and 
Lynch families In a case brought in Superior 
Court last fall. 

The judge denied the town and the two 
families a temporary restraining order and it 
w&b agreed, according to Speers, "that the 
best solution was for Centre Trucking to find a 
new location and get out of Winchester 
altogether, or at least out of the Hill street 
location. 

“Len Mullen and I had an understanding 
that the case would be left pending on the 
court docket but in a dormant state with an 
assurance from John Centrella that he would 
agresslvely seek to find a suitable new 
location ...” 

About the only comment on the matter at 
the selectmen’s meeting came from William 
G. Chapman Jr., who expressed a reluctance 
to get the board involved in the legal triangle, 
and from Lawrence Smith, who hit Centre 
Trucking for delaying Its move. 

Smith asked that the board discuss the 
issue at its meeting of Aug. 6. 


Reading’s Drinking 
Bill Dies In House 

Reading's anti-public drinking legislation, 
on which Winchester based a similar 
proposed bill with one major exception, was 
recently voted down In the leglslatflre after 
receiving an adverse committee report. 

Reading’s bill would have permitted 
selectmen In Massachusetts to adopt 
regulations prohibiting the consumption of 
alcohol in public areas, such as parks and 
streets. 

According to a spokesman in the 
legislature's Joint Committee on the 
Judiciary, the bill received an unfavorable 
report because the legislation would have 
taken the decision-making authority on public 
drinking away from the town meeting and 
given It to the board of selectmen. 

In cities, the council Is empowered to enact 
such legislation. But, the spokesman said, a 
board of selectmen Is not an analogous body 
to a city council. The analagous body, he said. 
Is the town meeting. 

In Winchester, a special town meeting in 
June voted to request the state legislature 
next year to grant town meetings authority to 
pass anti-public drinking laws.

Selectmen Hold Two ('dosed Sessions. 
Court Allows Recording Of Hoards 


Serving The Community For tfO Years 


Executive sessions are getting out of hand 
again. The Board of Selectmen Monday held 
two of them during its regular weekly 
meeting. Even the Recreation Committee got 
into the act at its meeting last week when it 
closed the door to discuss what members said 
was “a personality.” 

State law allows closed sessions to discuss 
matters which if made public "might ad¬ 
versely affect the public security, the 
finanacial interest... or the reputation of any 
person.” Those are pretty broad exceptions 
and it’s hard to know if what goes on in 
executive sessions meets those requirements. 

The selectmen, for example, met behind 
closed doors with Paul F. Amico, special 
counsel, to discuss the county’s court case 
against the town for failing to pay its hospital 
assessment. 

Amico said public disclosure of the town’s 
courtroom strategy could jeopardize the cose 
The other executive session was requested by 
Selectman William Chapman to discuss the 
results of a grievance hearing from a town 
employee. 

Amico's argument could probably be 
stretched to include the financial interest of 
Winchester since the court outcome will af¬ 
fect the town assessment. But it’s hard to 
justify Chapman's closed session, especially 
since no other information was given other 
than the statement to discuss a grievance. 
Amico, incidentally, said his executive 
session would last five minutes It was closer 
to 45.

"For the first time in Massachusetts a 
court has officially recognized the right of a 
newsman to tape record public meetings,” 
said publisher L. Barry French.

One of the nice things about Winchester is 
stepping off the train here after a day in 
Boston, or driving up along the Mystic Lakes 
on the way home from Cambridge. The traffic 
jams in sizzling heat and automobile fumes 
are behind. The roar of diesel trucks, the 
vacant-faced hordes of sidewalk shoppers are 
behind. 

Suddenly there are magnificent shade 
trees and sun-speckled lawns, a little center 
with a duck pond and a bandstand for 
listening to music on summer evenings. 
Walking down to that center for groceries or a 
newspaper any time of day almost always 
carries the pleasant chance of bumping into a 
friend or neighbor. 

The people of Winchester are being asked 
to vote soon for a new town zoning bylaw 
which, for the first time ever, would allow 
mid-rise apartmenls to be built here. 
According to the proposal, mid-rise is defined 
as 80feet in height, or roughly eight stories. 

One of the main arguments for building 
these towers is that they would increase the 
tax revenue to the town. Another argument is 
that such apartments would help prevent the 
decay of the business center by placing 
customers within easy distance of shops 

The first argument has not been proven In 
fact, the cost to towns of providing services 
such as schools, police and fire protection 
generally cancels out tax income. Fur¬ 
thermore, there is a definite correlation 
between height of apartment building and 
rise in crime rate. The problem of the decay 
of the business center is partly an esthetic 
one, better solved by strong architectural, 
landscape and sign codes. 

Lexington, with its center beautification 
project, has a thriving business area closer to 
the competition of the Burlington Mall than 
we are. Garish signs plastered across Btores, 
off street parking in front, rather than behind 
shops, all contribute to commercial blight. 
Those businesses that sell a good quality of 
merchandise at reasonable prices, geared to 
the local market, and with personalized 
service all seem to be doing well in town. 

Winchester could certainly use mor? 
three-story garden type apartments for single 
people, couples without children, the elderly. 
These would blend in with the present ap¬ 
pearance of the town. 

The v „ jople to benefit from mld-rlse 
apartments are the builders, who car. '-’deed 
make a fine profit from them. The rest of us 
have to live with the increased crowding, the 
pressure of more cars on the streets, the 
whittling away of space and clean air, and the 
friendly, human scale of this size town. 

It would be a pity for Winchester to vote in 
mid-rise apartments zones just at the time 
when so many disenchanted towns, such as 
Stoneham, Arlington and Concord, are voting 
for moratoriums on apartment building. 
There are better ways to provide housing 
variety in Winchester and still keep alive the 
special charm of the community.

won! cost Middlesex County taxpayers,. 

Ralph got into a heated argument with 
Selectman Sullivan, each accusing the other 
of “grandstanding it” and making a play for 
the press. Ralph said Sullivan’s four points 
were resolved four months ago. 

“In my judgment you have done nothing 
but hurt the taxpayers of Winchester by 
starting litigation where you have no hope of 
prevailing and thereby costing the Town of 
Winchester substantial interest and legal 
fees.” 

The town is billed 12 percent interest on the 
$40,000 It is refusing to pay. The county ac¬ 
tually initiated the legal action against 
Winchester. 

Ralph continued: "On the issues you have 
raised, why weretyou never heard to speak up 
before?” 

An angry Sullivan shot back that he has 
been involved in county assessment practices 
for six years, "when our assessment was only 
$2,500.” Sullivan said the town has repeatedly 
tried to correct the four points. 

Ralph: “You have made it a political 
matter and I am not about to play the game 
with you. I say that you have no legal right 
here and in fact criminal contempt citations 
are in order for refusing to pay that 
assessment. That’s number one. 

“Number two, there is nothing in that (the 
letter containing the four points) that we have 
not long instituted." 

Sullivan said the hiring of Miles Mahoney 
to head the hospital is contrary to the 
selectmen’s belief against expansion of 
programs. Ralph countered that Mahoney’s 
presence is to reduce the deficit. “There is no 
program that is contemplated or will be in¬ 
stituted there that will not help to reduce the 
budget.” 

Commented Cmsr. Paul Tsongas: “If we 
cannot get a hold on the deficit, what you have 
done, what others will da, and what I think we 
ourselves will do will be to simply end the 
hospital as an operating unit.” 

Sullivan said that last year half of the 
patients treated in the hospital were from 
Suffolk County. “These patients are not 
reimbursed in full. What hnppens is that 
Middlesex County bills the town of Win¬ 
chester for those patients and we get reim¬ 
bursed 50 percent of that from the state. 

“If in foci the patient day rate is not 
correct, or the patient is from outside the 
county, we pay the difference.

This spring he appeared as the villain 
Murgatroyd in the 19th century melodrama, 
“Gold in the Hills,” directed by Winchester’s 
Robert Storer for Arlington Friends of the 
Drama. He also directed “A Delicate 
Balance” and “The Prime of Miss Jean 
Brodie,” for the same group. 

Comparing the two areas, Cox com¬ 
mented, “It is a lot harder to direct a show. As 
an actor you are responsible for your own role 
alone, not the entire production.” 

Dick Lawrence of Brookline, making his 
Winchester debut, is the most experienced as 


both an actor and director, and lakes the 
videotaping in stride. He carries the leading 
role of Paul Sevigne, the examining 
magistrate, who challenges the apparently 
open and shut murder case and endangers his 
legal career. 

Lawrence notes humorously that his 
theatrical career began as a child when he 
“graduated from the role of a flower in third 
grade to a big bad wolf In sixth grade.” He 
acted throughout college, performed summer 
stock, and worked on Off-Broadway 
productions in New York for several years. 

After total immersion in theatre both 
acting and directing, he decided to make 
theatre an avocation. He is currently con¬ 
ducting a short summer directors' workshop 
for actors and aspiring directors for the 
Brookline Amateurs on alternate nights from 
his Winchester rehearsals. 

Juliet Foskett of Winchester plays the 
leading role of the accused maid. She found 
the videotape helpful In developing the role of 
the earthy and warmhearted Josefina who 
accepts and enjoys life and men as she finds 
them. 

Fallon was able to point out on the tape 
that Juliet’s training as a dancer was 
responsible for her graceful and elegant 
movements. “I’ve been practicing in low 
shoes and bare feet in order to develop the 
role,” she said. 

Although she is finding the role of the 
French maid a challenge, recent leading roles 
have made use of her background and 
training. Juliet felt right at home as Sandy in 
“The Prime of Miss Jean Brodie” for 
Arlington Friends last year. English-born and 
raised, she felt that the role of the 16-year old 
Scottish school girl “was myself 10 years 
ago,” 

She played another 16-year-old, Louisa, in

Miss Holt feels the camping program gives 
a handicapped child an opportunity to func¬ 
tion at its fullest potential. It also promotes 
greater understanding of handicapped by 
non-disabled peers. “Children learn fast that 
it’s the individual, not the crutches or ap¬ 
pearance that counts,” she says. 

The “Extravaganza” will include a mid¬ 
way with pony rides, games, refreshments 
and children’s rides. Door prizes will include 
a seven-day trip to Puerto Rico, courtesy of 
United Travel Service, Inc. Winner need not 
be present to win.

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Observer Says 

Prison Reform Depends On 
Rehabilitation,' Training 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Since the writing of the 
following story, the observer program at 
Walpole was suspended by the Ad Hoc, 
Committee for Prison Reform in protest over 
a limitation on observers, activities imposed 
by acting Walpole superintendent John 
Moriarty, a colonel with the state police.

After the rebellion last November at 
Concord Correctional Institution, prisoners 
from a damaged building were marched, 
many of them clad only In underwear, in the 
snow across the yard to a hundred-year-old 
building where many were locked into 
unlighted cells with broken windows. 

Joseph W. Gibson of 14 Wedgemere ave., 
an observer at the prison, said inmates were 
locked into cells for 29 days, denied exercise, 
showers, hot water, communication. Many 
lacked blankets and clothing. 

The cells are so small, he said, that 
standing in them a man can touch both walls. 
Snow was blowing into some of the cells, he 
said. And this happened in Massachusetts, he 
points out, a state which is a leader in prison 
reform 

“A lot of these kids were in there Just for 
being busted for marijuana,” Gibson said 
during an interview with The Star. When the 
prisoners were finally released at the end of 
the 29-day lockup, "they were savage." 

They had lost weight, he said. But more 
importantly, Qiey had lost self respect. 
■'When someone is locked up like that he gets 
frustrated. It’s very damaging to him.” 

Gibson’s role as a citizen observer came in 
through making sure prisoners’ rights were 
observed. Even though a man is confined to 
live behind bars, he still has such basic rights 
of a human being as medical treatment, 
proper food, cigarettes and communication. 

The current lockup at Walpole, where 
Gibson is also an observer, is violating these 
basic rights, the 57-year-old Polaroid Corp. 
employee contends. “That is inhuman and 
illegal. But it's being done." He says the press 
is denied access to Walpole during this latest 
lockup and conditions haven’t become public 
knowledge. 

But he says prisoners are being refused 
medical treatment at Concord because there 
Is a lack of money to transport them to 
Norfolk, where the state prisons’ medical 
facilities are located. 

One favorable result of having observers 
at Walpole, Gibson says, is that the punish¬ 
ment room—"the blue room”—is no longer 
used. Gibson described the room as a cell with 
tiled floor, celling and walls in blue tile. 

Inmates were placed in the cell "for an 
infraction of the rules solely on the guard’s 
say-so.” The room was unfurnished and had a 
hole in the floor. Gibson says prisoners were 
stripped before being shut up In the cell. “One 
told me they gave him a sheet during the day 
and took it away at night. I don't know what 
the infraction of the rule was, but nothing 
deserves that." 

That room, he says, is no longer used. 
"They wouldn’t dare with observers and the 
press around.” (Since the lockup the press is 
excluded and the blue room may be in use 
again, Gibson said.) 

Gibson’s involvement with prisons goes 
further than observance. He is very active In 
the rehabilitation aspect of the prison reform 
movement. “Some people say lock them up 
and throw the key away. But the average stay 
at Concord is 3'u years. That means all of 
these people are going to be back on the 
street. So we’d better do something about it." 

Gibson says 85 percent of prisoners return 
to prison. Polaroid has hired 150 ex-convicts. 
Of that number, three have been sent back to 
prison for committing crimes. That's a three 
percent recidivism rate, a startling dif¬ 
ference. “If we can lower recidivism to 50 
percent that’s a hell of a lot better." 

It> also a considerable saving for the state 
since it costs $8000 to $ 10,000 a year to keep 
each prisoner. That figure does not include 
such things as welfare, aid to dependent 
children, and legal fees. 

Gibson is contacting other companies to 
get them to open positions for ex-prisoners. 
He is a member of the Prisoners Peaceful 
Movement Committee, a group of prisoners 
and citizens which meets weekly at Concord 
to institute programs to help in rehabilitation. 

They have established a halfway house in 
Cambridge where 12 ex-prisoners live while

A smiliar attempt to establish such a house 
In Somerville for youths failed over neigh¬ 
borhood objections. Within the prison, the 
committee is attempting to provide job 
training and an employment service. Having 
a Job is what helps many ex-prisoners not go 
back to robbery and violence, he feels. 

At Concord, a job bank office staffed by 
inmates matches prisoners with job op¬ 
portunities. MIT donated $1000 for the office 
telephone, which will keep it ringing for eight 
months. Gibson supervises the office for a 
half day a week. 

His wife, Marjorie, who first interested 
Gibson In prison work, supervises for two half 
days a week. 

The committee the Gibsons belong to 
pushed for the prison reform legislation of 
Gov. Francis W. Sargent, some of which 
came into effect under fired Corrections 
Commissioner John O. Boone. Some of theses 


are access to prisons by the press, use of 
telephones by inmates, furloughs, procedures 
for job training and job training outside the 
prison while still on inmate. 

Gibson is also a member of the Prison 
Advisory Hoard at Concord, which includes 
representatives from every cell block and 
“outside" citizens. The committee meets 
weekly with the administration to work out 
problems. 

Gibson describes the committee's 
progress as “phenomenal . . . tn sit down 
and eooly, rationally work out problems.” 
The problems range from refrigeration of 
milk lo visiting hours. 

The mood at Concord at the moment is 
“calm and operational,” Gibson says. But he 
emphasizes that the prison must be made 
rehabilitative rather than retributive, Instead 
of forcing hundreds of prisoners to make 
concrete pipes and license plates—jobs ob¬ 
viously only a few if any are found outside 
prisons—shops should: be set up for 
automobile repairs, carpentry, machine 
work. • 

Wrapping up his comments on Concord, 
Gibson offhandedly said,“There are fellows 
there from all walks of life—sons of doctors, 
lawyers, persons from depressed areas of 
Roxbury and Springfield, 


Because of his experience at Concord, the 
Walpole State Prison prisoners’ committee 
asked him to observe when the riots—Gibson 
calls it “rebellion”—started three months 
ago. 

He’s been going there ever since, manning 
the 3-U shift Saturday nights. “Our presence 
seems to influence the actions of the inmates 
and guards. They act more rationally when 
we’re there.” He said there are-always stories 
in the newspapers about prisoners attacking 
prisoners and inmates attacking guards, "but 
you never hear about where guards attack 
prisoners." 

When the guards went on strike and the 
prisoners ran Walpole, there was no violence 
during that two-month period, he says. The 
prisoners themselves kept order, supervising 
the lockup every night at 10 p.m., doing the 
laundry and cooking. "And it wasn’t a 
country club." 

Gibson now supervises the observers at 
Walpole, placing a person in each cell block. 
The observers do Just that at the moment- 
watching. When the lockup ends they hope to 
resume their more informal activities such as 
talking to the men in their cells. 

Gibson has an endless number of stories to 
tell about his experiences at Walpole. On one 




iHTiisiim tiie guards were refusing to deliver 
food to the cells because the prisoners were 
throwing it in their faces in protests over 
guards* refusal to allow them to see their 
lawyers in private. 

The prisoners didn’t want the observers to 
deliver the food either, because that would 
have denied them the satisfaction of throwing 
it. “It’s important we maintain neutrality„" 
Gibson says. "Once in a while an observer 
gels thrown out <of the program) because he 
wasn't neutral enough.” 

The impasse on the food was broken after 
Gibson mediated and convinced both sides to 
allow other prisoners—members of the 
National Prisoners Reform Association—to 
deliver the food. A similar compromise was 
reached over the delivery of medicine. 

Another time the prisoners were^n revolt 
and had lit a fire in a cell block. They called 
Gibson over to talk and he said, "I'm not 
going to stay here with all this smoke” and 
they doused the fire with glasses of water. 

The prison committee at Walpole, Gibson 
says, "desperately needs observers." They 
are looking for students, businessmen or 
anyone to spend q few hours a week at the 
task. The committees at Concord are also 
looking for members and Gibson welcomes 
anyone to contact him about this work. 

Gibson describes himself as a 
businessman. Director of real estate at 
Polaroid—he has been there 35 years—he is in 
partial retirement this year and will be fully 
retired next. 

He is past preisdent of Cambridge 
Chamber of Commerce, is a director of the 
Cambridge Rotary Club, director of the 
Reliance Bank in Cambridge and an in* 
corporator of the Cambridgeport Bank. He is 
also a director of Winchester’s ABC House. 

He summed up the interview by saying 
that what prison reform is all about is lear¬ 
ning to treat prisoners as individuals. As for 
their caretakers, "There are good guards and 
bad.”

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Phoenix, Rebirth Symbol, 
On Counseling ‘Y’ New Flag

The Counseling YMCA 
Affiliate Inc. of Woburn has its 
own insignia of its service to 
the North Suburban . Com¬ 
munities. Its new flag carries 
the fabled Image of the 
phoenix, the mythical bird 
which for centuries has stood 
for rebirth. 

The phoenix flag of the 
Counseling Service announces 
the miracle that happens in a 
human being when he finds a 
new, bright day arising, like 
the phoenix from its own ashes, 
out of thedarkness.lt speaks of 
the miracle people experience 
when through counseling they 
find order out of the chaos of 
their living. 

It reveals the miracle a 
husband and wife discover 
when through marriage 
counseling and family coun¬ 
seling they are enabled to 
recognize the beauty of their 
own being, to appreciate the 
depth of a partner who may 
hurt or be angered, to believe 
there is hope for the future by\ 



new choices. 

This is a place where a 
dedicated group of highly 
trained and skilled men and 
women work daily with people 
who need a nonclinical, but 
professional approach to 
human problems of every sort. 

The phoenix is reported to 
have existed as a mythical 
creature for many centuries 
among the Egyptians, and 
among the American Indians. 
It was supposed periodically to 
destroy itself on a pyre only to 
rise a new phoenix from its own 
ashes. In Egypt it was the 
symbol of immortality and 
resurrection. Among the 
Indians it expressed their 
notion of the continuity of life. 
Its traditional colors were gold 
and red. 

For almost four years the 
Counseling Services functioned 
in Woburn at 19 Campbell st. in 
the old telephone building 
where the Mystic Valley 
Association for Retarded had 
operated over an eight-year 
period. People who believed in 
the counseling procedure 
began to refurbish the rooms 


with furniture, rugs, chairs, 
lamps, pictures, tables, and 
they began to give money to its 
sustaining funds to relieve the 
deficits which recurred over 
and over. Its staff worked for 
small wages, charged minimal 
fees, and needed their help. 

In its test room people from 
teen-age up were administered 
psychological tests to measure 
their aptitudes, their interests, 
their academic skills, their 
values and strategies. The 
results were interpreted to 
them and many were able to 


plan their careers, to recognize 
their strengths and 
weaknesses, and to select new 
techniques for coping with 
their problems. 

Today, dating from July 1, 
1973, the Counseling YMCA 
Affiliate, still at 19 Campbell 
st., has grown to mature 
stature, still affiliated with the 
Greater Boston YMCA, but 
now in its own rjght a fully 
accredited agency approved by 
the International Association 
on Counseling Services which 
is a division of the American

Vietnam Is Topic 
Of Peace Group 
Next Wednesday 

On Aug. 1, at 8 p.m. at the Winchester 
Public Library, the Winchester Peace 
Committee will sponsor a slid^ show and 
discussion on Vietnam. 

The presentation will be given by a 
representative of the Indochina Peace 
Campaign (IPC), a national research and 
educational organization dedicated to ending 
U.S. involvement in Indochina. 

Recently, a small Cambridge-based group 
from IPC visited Hanoi where it developed 
first-hand impressions of the political and 
social situation in North Vietnam and met 
with members of the National United Front of 
Cambodia. 

The Winchester Peace Committee has 
invited a member of the group to come to 
Winchester to share his recent experiences 
with members and the public. 

The Peace Committee feels that as much 
public attention as possible should be focused 
on the Indochina situation and it is the hope of 
the committee that despite the summer 
vocation lull a number of Winchesterites will 
come to this meeting, Admission Is free and 
coffee will be served. 

In recent weeks, the Winchester Peace 
Committee has concerned itself with the 
issues of the political prisoners in South 
Vietnam jails and the bombing of Cambodia. 
The committee has distributed educational 
materials related to those subjects, at the 
Winchester town dump and will continue this 
effort throughout the summer. The group 
meets regularly on a bi-weekly basis to keep 
itself informed about the Indochina situation 
and the work of other groups in the peace 
movement, 

Peace Committee members believe there 
is a lack of adequate public understanding on 
the extent of U.S. support for Thieu’s regime 
and on the stake the U.S. government has in 
its survival. 

They feel there is cause for alarm in recent 
administration statements indicating that a 
request for Congressional authority to 
resume bombing beyond the Aug. 15 cutoff 
date would be “quite possible" if the situation 
In Cambodia deteriorates. 

For this reason, the committee believes “It 
is crucial that Americans press Congress to 
continue its resistance to President Nixon’s 
war policies and it hopes that other Win¬ 
chester citizens will join them in this effort.”

The crux of the hand is taking the original 
club, leading two rounds of trumps, and then 
setting up the club suit, wretched though it be, 
thus discarding North’s Queen and eight of 
diamonds on South’s last two clubs. 

West can ruff at any point with his good 
Queen of trumps, but North-South lose only 
the Queen of spades and the King and Queen 
of clubs, South having two trumps left to ruff 
North’s Queen and six of hearts. 

Steering clear of the lure of the red 
finesses is difficult, but even if they both work 
(against percentage) you still have to lose two 
clubs, one trump and one diamond, for a
